The 
Conservative Party in Britain is slightly less 
unpopular at the upper and middle-class 
level, but has not made headway at other 
levels. Tlie Socialist Party is gainfng some 
new support, but remains almost' equally 
unpopular except as a stick with which to 
ehastfee the Conservatives. In Latin America, 
the Soviets have strengthened their position 
in Cuba. Brazil is fast slipping. 

The code name of Organization X is: 
P. P.; R. D. T. W.; S. W. I. H. P. It is basi- 
cally a criminal group which is up in 
politics and has made use of Communism. 
Its power far exceeds that of Communism. 
Without its aid, Communism might have 
collapsed sometime ago.

In America, the organization now plans 
to infiltrate executives into a considerable 
number of the five thousand foundations 
which exist.

Groups 
signing up lectures ought to screen appli- 
cants.

Most people realize that there is something 
gravely wrong with the world. Few have 
any idea what it is. Tlie attempt to explain 
everything that occurs as merely a Commu- 
nist plot does not stand up.

Look where you will, no precise design 
emerges. None the less, it is equally clear 
that a great many occurrences bear the 
marks of organization. Mere accident has to 
be ruled out, yet nothing, on the face of it, 
seems to fit into a pattern. 

Germany says 
she will never desert the West. She pro- 
claims total commitment to NATO, etc. 
Nevertheless, she is engaged upon incon- 
sistent trade contracts u’ith the East and 
is an active— if unofficial— partner with the 
USSR in helping Nasser to prepare for the 
invasion of Israel, 

The Arab leaders proclaim their utmost 
devotion to the ideal of unity, but, in fact, 
Nasser and Ben Bella did not hit it off too 
well, while powerful Iraqi and Syrian groups 
cannot fully agree with Nasser’s concept, 
Nasser and his Arabs attack local Commu- 
nists, but are deeply involved with the Soviet. 
The USSR and China, although both pro-, 
claim ultimate unity against the West, are at

each other’s throats on a score of issues in 
many parts of the world. 

The U. S. Government, while purporting 
to lead the anti-Communist world, has al- 
lowed State Department appointments which 
are wholly inconsistent with such a policy — 
for example, Wieland, Strong, Emmerson, 
and Bohlen. Wieland is documented as 100 
per cent pro-Castro; Strong as having helped 
the Chinese Communists; Emmerson (said 
General Wedemeyer) was in full sympatliy 
with Communism; Bohlen is a strong de- 
fender of the Yalta agreements, Tlie official 
position of the Kennedy Administration 
would seem to be at variance with such ap- 
pointments. 

The British Government has a Foreign 
Secretary in Lord Home who is an anti- • 
Communist, but other ministers who believe 
that an evolved Communism would not be 
unacceptable. It tries to be in favor of both 
the Common IVIarket and a Commonwealth 
system although it is impossible to have both. 

The African, nationalists accept large 
bribes from both Chinese and Soviet Commu- 
nists, plot TOth Nasser, accept London’s 
hospitality, and very often follow courses 
which are inconsistent with the wishes of all 
these patrons. 

The facts show that no particular ideology 
has control of the situation, any more than 
either of the two main power groups has 
over-all physical superiority. Nevertheless, 
there is a clear pattern throughout the con- 
fusion. Certain occurrences bear a repeated 
resemblance to each other. The same sort 
of things happen over and over again; the 
'same devices are used; the same sort of 
people are involved; the consequences are 
much the same. The largest financial gains 
can be made from confusion. If the whole 
world were Communist or American control- 
led, the scope would be far less. What is 
needed is confusion. This can best be gen- 
erated by first backing this group and riien 
another. That is what is being done. The 
confusion Is, if not a managed one, never- 
^theless instigated. Immense profit and great 
. .pouter are derived from it. 

Those who seek to explain everytiiing as a 
Communist plot have fallen into difficulties 
because that is not the explanation. If it 
were, the projjlem could be solved with 
relative ease. We are faced with a powerful 
criminal coordination beyond and above 
and separate from Communism. 

Feuf, if any, responsible people any longer 
believe that all our troubles are a mere ac- 
cident or due to stupid ity^ It is too incredible 
to believe that all our elected leaders are 
fools. They are not. They find themselves 
up against a fiood-tide of evil which tliey 
cannot control and do not loiow how to ex- 
pose. Our leaders were not unresponsive to 
the suggestion that the whole position is due 
to a single Communist plot, but on investi- 
gation they found that key pwple involved, 
who ought to have been ^ Communist to 
prove tlie theory, were not. Yet evil was, 
in fact, done. If it was not done Iby Commu- 
nists and if Communism is now itself a 
victim of the same confusion^, who or what 
is responsible? 

Organization X really does not mind what 
it supports so long as money can be made 
and power achieved. Recognizable power is 
not the present aim. The object is de facto 
power, plus command of immense resources. 
Thus, Beria was quite ready to betray the 
Communism he served. Dui'ing the 1930s, 
.tlie leader of the French Croix de Feu was 
ready also and did sell out liis own organ- 
ization. He was an agent of the force to 
which we refer. 

In December, 1941, Japan had offered 
far-reaching terms of peace which were never , 
discussed. Both President- Roosevelt and 
General IMarshall possessed advance infor- 
mation about Japan’s proposedxittack on the 
American fleet" in Pearl Harbor. As eveity- 
one knows, neither warned Admiral ICimmel 
and General Short. President Roosevelt be- 
lieved that an attack on the U. S. fleet wa.s 
necessary in order to unite the' country for 
war. For ibai reason, no peace teims, how- 
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fever far-reaching, were considered discuss- 
able and Admiral Kitnmei and General Short 
had to be left in Jgriorance of the coming 
attack. 

Unless America entei-ed the war, the 
Soviet Union could not be saved. Commu- 
nism would collapse. To save the USSR, 
American intervention was imperative and 
that intervention would be impossible un- 
less a dramatic event united tho nation. 
General Marshall testified on oath that he 
could not remember where he was on the 
fatal December 7. In fact, he was for several 
hours in conference with Litvinov, who had 
iust aiTived. in-Washington. Litvinov was a 
key member of Organization X. 

Eisenhower \^'as also persuaded by the 
same influences to sponsor the Morgenthair 
plan. If this had been carried out, the present 
defense of western Europe would have been 
almost impossible. The plan was put forward 
at a meeting in England on August 7, 194^. 
Fred Smith, former Assistant to the U. S, 
Secretary of the Ti'easury, iias said: “Act- 
ually it was General Dwight D. Eisenhower 
who launched the project.” 

There was one distinguished man in par- 
ticular who saw part of the tmth. He was 
James Forrestal. He was virtually murdered 
because he knew too much. At least, he was 
hounded to his death by deliberate actions 
with that intent. 

The foregoing facts, which disclose Uie 
extent to which General Dwight Eisenhowei* 
was misled, do not, however*, represent all. 

In 1949, Herbert Lehman formed the Kiit- 
ional Committee for a Free Europe, Tills 
sounded just the thing. In 1950 this commit- 
tee became semi-official and sponsored Radio 
Free Europe. The fund-raising campaign was 
headed by General Clay and built around 
Eisenhower, who delivered a national radio 
speech to i*aise cash. Very great pressures 
were used to induce the two Generals to 
adopt this posture. They littie knew what 
would be done with the money. 

On the evening of December 11, 1951, 
R.F.E. broadcast the following: “In oiu* ‘The 

j' ^LiVing-HungariamCuItureiiCoIunm^Hungaidan 

poets will speak to the natioi , ... We 
shall now read tlie poem of Laszlo Szabo, 
poet of the People’s Democracy. Its title is 
'The Age of Stalin’ The poem was pro- 
Communist. Space permits quoting the last 
verse only: 

“My country, I am spealdng to you now 
. . . Soviet blood was shed in glorious battles 
so you can become a country . . . now at 
last . . , etc., etc,” 

That was the propaganda for which the 
American people paid at Eisenhower’s nation- 
wide request.

It will 
therefore become you to abstain from 
such iij^-sons; and not to speak witli 
them neither in private nor in public.”

Every rabbi in Norfolk has spoken forth 
■from his pulpit that integration is decent, 
human, moral, American, and Jewish. Habbi 
Jo^h Goldman in The National Jewish 
Post and Opinion, Jan 9, 1959, p 11. 

^ Rabbi Joseph Goldman told me that he 
.was amazed at the viewpoint of the Jews as 
contrasted to those of the non-Jews. He 
said4hatalmost-=withoutexception^the-Jews 
were for integration in the schools, while 
the non-Jews were just as united in the 
opposing view against school integration. 
.We found that the Jews were not taking a 
position in the matter. The Negroes and those 
who feel that the schools should be Inte- 
■ grated have the feeling that the (local)

B. Spingarn, the president of the National 
(Association for the Advaucement of Colored 
People, was Jewisli.

The view that consultation bet\veen all the 
Jewish agencies and the Jews of all parts 
of the U. S. on problems involved in the 
school integration fight was desirable was 
expressed by several speakers at the 17th 
plenary session here of the National Com- 
munity Relations Advisory Council. The 
NCRAC is the over-all Jewish agency in- 
volved in community relations work. National

Delegates from 18 western states to the 
annual Je\vish War Veterans convention here 
Sunday approved a resolution endorsing

The rabbis indorsed a 
resolution submitted by the Joint Social 
Action Commission and urged Jews in all 
parts of the country to use their influence in 
their communities to make the integration 
decision of the Supreme Court effective.

APPEAL FEOJI DISTRESSED 

INDIAN VlOmiS IN ISRAEL 
. Merciful Brothers and Sisters, 

We the deceived 'Indian victims jyere never , 
'persecuted 1n"Tridi^’^and'''^ev^ ’’khe\^ v^at* 
persecution was. 

Soon after the state of Israel was created 
tile religious agents of the Israeli Govern- 
ment started coming to Bombay and holding 
private meetings in Jewish Scliools and 
Synagogues. 

During the meetings they promised us on 
Oaths that in Israel we would be provided 
with work according to our profession, decent 
houses to stay and good education to our 
children. In the meetings they used to recite 
portions of tiie TORAH (Holy Bible) and 
used to explain the wTong meanings, as we 
were ignorant to - uriderstarid the Hebrew 
meanings then. ICnoudng that we were re* 
.lijgious and God fearing they took advantage 
of our ignorancy to understand the meanings 
and explanations of tlie. Holy, Bible they told 
.us everything to corrupt and charm us. Tlie 
sole idea being that we should immediately 
immigrate to Israel. 

-Believing -and having faith in the, religious 
.agents of the Goverament of, Israel and -.also 
> thinking them to i be ‘faithful and also the 
Angels of the Holy Land we took eveiy 
word of them to.Jbe.Hply. We started re- 
signing our ol,d and long service jobs which 
\ye used to enjoy and sold all our belongings 
at very low prices and started. packing for 
'the Holy Land. 

We are professionally Filters, Turners, 
Weavers, Spinners, Carpenters, Typists, and 
English Cieyks of all types. 

Soon on our arrival in Israel first of all 
we were blessed at the airpoxl: with ARMY 
' SERVICE BOOICS that is compulsory in- 
vitation to serve the army. Secondly we were 
removed to very far off places and given Tin 
or v'ooden huts to stay with no light, water, 
and sanitation. Work as promised was not 
provided neither of our profession nor any 
other kind. Education to our children as 
promised was also not respected. 

In . the whole we were totally fooled, 
bluffed, cheated, robbed and deceived. 

Waiting with patience for a very long 
period and spending all bur lives long 
savings and also selling out our womenfolks 
golden ornaments in the hope of a good turn 


but no, there was no hope for the* future. 

We appealwl to the President of the Stale, 
the Prime Minister, Labour Minister and the 
Labour Exchange of the Government of 
Israel to help us and provide us at least with 
work eitiier of our profession or any other 
kind of work so that we should eat and live 
but of tlie hundreds of appeals to all the 
above mentioned gentlemen, we never at 
least received any admowledgment from any 
of the above gentlemen. We appealed to the 
President of the International (^ourt of - Jus- 
tice, the President of tlie United Nations 
Oi^nizationsHhe Chairman of -the^ United 
Nations Conference on Human Rights beg- 
ging tliem to talte up our Case and give us 
FAIR JUSTICE but these gentlemen also 
neglected us and never replied. 

After trying at all possible centres for 
help and as we could not find any, we held 
PEACEFUL SITDOWN STRIKES on many 
occasions at tlie doors of tlie Authorities but 
on every occasion we were mercilessly beaten 
by the Police and driven by force. 

There is COLOUR BAR in Israel and we 
Indians are discriminated. 

When we are not given employnient, wlien 
our sick are not ^ven proper medical treat- 
ment, when our children are not given proper 
education, when we are treated worse than 
SLAVES, and where grievances and voices 
are not heard by the authorities tiien what 
is our and our childrens future? -How long 
can any decent man tolerate? WE ARE 
STARVING and the Government is busy 
building villas and buildings for the Ash- 
kenazis. 

In conclusion we Indian Jews were deceived 
to immigrate to Israel for tlie only reason 
.that they wanted our young sons >and daugh- 
ters to serve their army and, for no other 
purpose. Therefore to cut our long story 
very short we beg and request fall HUMAN 
loving people to come to our aid and help 
jis to repatriate back to India* ;and save us 
and'our^children from slavery and starvation. 

It is a LIE and a big LIE to believe that 
everybody is treated alike in-Israel as claimed 
by the authorities here. We eve ready always 
to prove that there is 'PARTIALITY and we 
Indians are discriminated. 

Tiiere is many work of our profession in 
Israel and still we are not provided in spite 
of our appealing and crying and in spite of 
the promises on oaths giveiVto us‘ before our 
immigration. Why at all we were promised 
when they could not .respect it? If tlie 
authorities will claim that there, is shortage 
of work then why all the HUE and CRY for 
more immigration? From ivhere.they would 
provide work for the new . immigrants? 
Definitely there is sufficent<of-Work but for 
whom, the authoi'ities knowi .better. This is 
another STUNT to get more money through 
the-U.XA. 

Thousands of persons are -fleeing the 
country, who are they? and why are they 
fleeing the country? 

Finally we are treated woi-se tlian animals 
in Israel and we have- nobody^ to help us so

Miss Higgins stated: “It was Buddhist stra- 
tegy, as a number of their leaders openly 
told me, to stir up agitation— and publicity 
about it at a high level, imtil Washington 
finally ordered the new Ambassador Lodge 
to remove the Diem family from power.” 
Obviously this has nothing to do with relig- 
ious persecution. Pi'esident Diem has been 
the victim of a slick, leftist Buddhist cam- 
paign to topple his government for political 
not religious reasons. 

3. The reds are definitely maneuvering this 
crisis; many Buddhists are working with 
them. 

According to W. S. Kent Hughes, former 
member of the Australian parliament, writing 
in the Washington Post recently, high Bud- 
dhists have openly avowed their support for 
a communist government in Ceylon. A sim- 
ilar tale can be told of Burma. 

Referring to the present South Vietnam 
crisis, New 'York City Democratic Congress- 
woman Edna Kelly was quoted in Human 
Events recently: “It’s a smear job against 
Diem because he is anti-communist.” 

4. Diem is fighting to save his country. There 
is sufficient evidence to -show a number of 
concessions on his part to Buddhists, not 
conceded to other religions, were met by 
ingi’atitude. Buddhists intensified their ef- 
forts to stir up trouble and unseat him. 

5. We believe the C.I.A. should be thoroughly 
investigated. Congress should withhold all 
funds until it is certain some limit can be 
set upon the activities of this bureaucratic 
group, and to be certain it is not manned 
by traitors, 

6. ^ We urge our readers write Congressman 
Lindsay of New York and stand behind his 
efforts, to curb the. C.LA. Write your own 
Senators and Congressman demanding action. 


“SAVE THE PANAMA CANAL” 

By P. A. del Valle, -Pi’esident 
Defenders of the American Constitution 

Certain internationalist elements in out 
federal government, through stupidity or 
down right subversion, are attempting to sur- 
render our sovereignty over the Panama 
Canal. In spite of a House of Representatives 
resolution against it, the flag of Panama 
now flies in equal dignity Mth ours, as a 
symbol of Panamanian sovereignty over the 
Canal Zone. These same elements are now 
“negotiating” for actual surrender of dock 
and repair facilities at both ends of the canal 
and for Panamanian corridors across the 
Tcmiair Apparently under pressure; cei’tain 
Army officials have joined the State De- 
partment in this program of piecemeal sur- 
render of our sovereignty. 

State Department excuses this surrender 
of vital and indispensable sovereign rights of 
the United States upon the specious argu- 
ment that they - cannot or should not be 
maintained “Under New World Conditions.” 
The exact opposite is the truth. The critical 
world situation demands that our sovereign, 
rights and powers in this area be maintained 
at ail cost. 

This policy follows the Soviet line of 
world conquest, as in the seizure of Cuba. 
And, most impoi’tant, this surrender policy 
is above and beyond the powers granted in 
the Constitution to any agency of govern- 
ment. There is no authority under oui’ Con- 
stitution for the surrender of our sover- 
eignty, or any part or parcel of it, at any 
time or at any place. 

Loss of control of the Panama Canal could 
be a fatal blow to the Armed Forces in War. 
Its construction under United Slates sov- 
ereign rights was a military necessity and 
still is. Its abandonment is not only im-con- 
stilutional and illegal, but could be inter- 
preted as treason. Only our enemy derives 
aid and comfort thereby. It was built for 
the NATIONAL DEFENSE, so that our 
fleet could pass rapidly from one ocean to 
the other. Its surrender would be a final 
nail in the coffin of American prestige in 
the world, and a frank admission that we 
are no longer able to defend ourselves or 
the other countries of the Western Hemis- 
phere under the Monroe Doctrine. As in 
Cuba, the Soviet Union would soon ‘Tnuscle 
in” and TAKE OVER. 

Let the Congressmen know you are back- 
ing H. R. bill 3999 and H. Con. Resolution 
1(^ to prohibit these un-constitutional “give- 
aways” and surrender of sovereignty.

Richter, then barely 20, contacted Horace Sherman Miller, 
a semr- invalid of W-aco, Texas, who disseminates leaflets 
and correspondence under the name of the Aryan Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan, Shortly thereafter Pfeiffer-Richter and 
three followers were convicted of acts against Jews and 
Jewish institutions in Santiago, including attempted arson.

present conunnnist in this position, suc- 
ceeds Arhady Sobclov, Constantin E. 
Zmclienko, Ilya S. TclierJiycliov, Drago- 
slav Protitch, Anatoly robrynin, and 
Georgy Pctrovitch Arkadev. Tills office 
lias control over all UN military, politi- 
cal, nuclear, disarmament and other 
vital questions. This arrangement, under 
wliicli a comiminist has always held the 
second most important UN position, is 
the result of a secret agreement made 
' between Molotov and Secretary of State 
IStcitliiius (Algcr~niss^as'ono of^his 
advisers) in Loudon in 1945, and which 
was revealed in the book written by the 
second UN Secretary General, Tryg^’e 
Lie, Tn The Cause Of Peace/ page 45 
and 46.” 

No wonder such a respected figure as 
ex-President, Herbert Hoover, said last Aug. 
as reported in The Wanderer, Aug, 19: 
“We must realize/’ said Hoover, “that 
the United Nations lias failed to give us 
oven a remote hope of Wsting peace. 
Instead, it adds to the dangers of ivars 
which now surround us.” 

The commuiiist countries, lie said, “have 
destroyed tlie usefulness of the United 
Nations to prescn'c peace.” 

“The time is here when, if the free na- 
tions are to survive, they must have a 
new and stronger worldwide organi- 
zation,” Hoover said. 

“For purposes of this discussion I may 
call it the Council of Free Nations. It 
should include only those who are will- 
ing to stand up and fight for their free- 
dom.” 

And in an apparent reference to the god- 
lessness of the United Nations, Pope John 
XXIH himself said in Mater ct Ifagisfra: 
“No folly is more characteristic of the 
modenv era Ibaii the absurd attempt to 
a solid hnd'pifbsperbusf^fchi^ 
porai order while prescinding from God, 
the only foundatioir on which it can en- 
dure. 

“It is equally foolish to seek to exalt 
man’s greatness by drj’ing up the font 
from which his greatness springs and 
from which it is nourished; that is, by 
restraining and, if possible, checking 
his quest for God.” 

“FOREIGN AID” SINCE THE NEW DEAL 
Winstoii Cliurchill said in London at an 
American Independence Day Dinner in July, 
1950; 

“Had it not been for Britain and Amer- 
ca. Hitler w'ould have destroj^ed com- 
munism, or, at least driven it back to 
tbe Ural IMoimfaiiis.” 

The United States and the British Com- 
monwealth destroyed tlie anti-communist 
powers of Europe and Asia, thereby creating 
a vacuum which Soviet Russia was only too 
pleased to fill. But it wasn’t Britain that 
sparked dff the war to “.save sinall eomi- 
tiribs.” Let’s hear what the British Prime 
Minister, Neville Chamberlain, said to the 
(American Ambassador to Britain, Joseph P, 
Kemiedy, regarding the outbreak of the War. 
The quotation is from The Forrestal Diaries, 
Viking Press, New York, 1951. (Forrestal 
was the wartime Secretary of the NavJ^) 
“I played golf today with Joe Keimedy. 

- I asked him about his conversations with 
Roosevelt and Neville Chamberlain from 
1938 on. He said Clmmberlain’s position 
in 1938 was that Euglalid had nothing 
with which to fight and that sho could 
not risk gding to war witli Hitler. Ken- 
nedy’s view: That Hitler wotild have 
fought Russia without any later conflict 
wltli Englaild if it had not been for 
Biiliitt's (Wm. C. Bullitt, Ambassador 
to France) urging on Roosevelt in the 
summer of 1939 that the Germans must 
be faced down about Poland; neither 
the French nor the British would have 
made Poland a cause of war if it liad

not been for the constant itcedUng from 
Washington. Bullift, he said, kept tell- 
ing Roosevelt that the Germans wouldn’t 
figlil, Keimedy that they would, and 
that they would overrun Europe. 
Chamberlain, ho said, stated that Am- 
erica and the world Jews had forced 
Engliuul into the war.” 

Though Soviet Russia had invaded five 
small countries in 1939 to Germany’s tw*o, 
and though Russia’s invasion of Poland was 
practically simuU^ous with Hitler’s, it was 
mgaln^f^affti-Vor^uiiist Germany, not the 
USSR, that the New Deal instigated war. 

THE NEW DEAD GAVE SOVIET RUSSIA 
— 311.2 l)il]ion in direct aid in World War 
II. Then in May, 1944, came another form 
of foreign aid— tlic loan by the Treasury 
of the .American dollar printing plates 
direct to the Soviet Union. This enabled the 
USSR to print millions of American dollars 
— redeemable by the American taxpayer. 

Henry IMorgoiithau, Jr., w-as in charge 
of the Treasury at the lime, but he shifted 
the blame onto Harrj* Dexter WTiitc( Weiss), 
liis Assistant, w'ho committed “suicide” on 
being exposed as a communist spy a few 
years later. President Truman showed his 
friend.ship for communism by appointing 
\’idiite Assistant Secretary of the US Trea- 
sury in 1945 and US Director of the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund in 1946, though 
he laid been warned by the FBI about 
White’s communist espionage. 

Ricliard L, Stokes, in an article published 
in Reader’s Digest of March, 1953, said: 
“Before the operation could he halted, 
after 18 months, it had co.st American 
taxpayers, at a minimum e.stimate, 
350 million dollars . . 

“Even more diverting was tiie prospect 
of the millions it w ould require in Amer- 
ican taxes to extricate West Germany 
from ruin — ^a ruin artfully advanced by 
a deluge of tile Russians’ currency made 
feasible by Uic U.S. Treasur>*. Wliat a 
jolly way of helping on tlie classic Bol- 
shevik prophecy that communism would 
force America to spend itself into bank- 
ruptcy!” 

IMMEDIATELY AFTER THE AVAR 
— the Government of the USA helped 
stabilize the communist governments of 
Eastern Europe, as well as financing the 
Jewish mass emigration from the Soviet 
Union to Israel, through the United Nations 
Relief A: Rehabililalioii Administration, belter 
known as UNRRA. According to the well- 
knoiyn American commentator, Fnlfon Lewis, 


Jr., in his column of Oct. 9, 1951, at least 
one billion American dollars went to bolster 
up Bolshevism through UNRRA. And at the 
instigation of the Wall Street international 
financier, Ex-Senator, Governor Herbert H. 
Lehman (NY), even the salaries of Soviet 
officials attached to UNRRA were paid by, 
the US. Tn May, 1950, the eminent Washing- 
ton reporter, AValter Trolian, reported that 
Senator Leliman, Hciury Morgenthau, Jr., 
and Felix Frankfurter of the Supremo Court 
formed the invisible government of the United 
States. 

This UNRRA aid, paid for by the Amer- 
ican taxpayers, was at least in one commu- 
nist country (Yugo-Slavia) , to tiic ^Yi'itel s 
^cerlEin lutbwledge," represented as coming 
from “UNKRA-GKAD in the Soviet Union.’’ 

STALIN’S ORDERS FOR ‘TOKEIGN AID” 
—were taken up by the (then) head of the 
US Communist Party, Earl Browder, who 
wrote in his 1944 work, Teheran, Oiw Fatli 
In W’ar And Peace, that America shou'.d 
imderwrite tlie industrialization of Africa, 
the Middle East and the Far East in partner- 
ship with other governments. Mr. Henry 
AVallacc, the pro-communist who was for 
a time Vice-President of tlie United States, 
then took up the Browder-Stalin tlieme and 
pushed “foreign aid” for all lie was worth. 
Wallace was quoted in the London Times of 
July 17, 1950; 

“No real solution of the Asian problem 
would be found short of a conference be- 
tween President Truman and Mr. Stalin 
to work out a Teal’ Point Four Pro- 
gramme to aid backward nations in 
Asia and ciseu here.” 

Wallace, who had boon A'ice-Prosident in 
the Roosevelt regime, ran for the Presidency 
in 1948 a.s candidate of the communist-pro- 
moted “Progressive Party.” 

MARSHALL PLAN AND “POINT FOUR” 
Our hidden persuaders are not fools, and 
they realizcdjhat the term Stalin Plan 
Broivdcr PlaiT'would not go over too well 
with the American taxpayer. So they call* d 
foreign aid' after a general — General Mar- 
shall. Through Marshall Aid, millions of US 
dollars wore poured out to ieftist-doininao'd 
countries, and from these much reached the 
Soviet Union and her satellites. For lending 
liis name to “foreign aid,” Marshall was given 
the Nobel Peace Prize jn 1953. (For a wvil 
documented exposure of the role played by 
Nobel Prizes in the International Communist 
Conspiracy, see the American Mcroiry maga- 
zine, January, 1961.) 

IMarshall also showed his devotion to leftist 
causes — or his incredible gullibility — when 
he prepared the ground for the communist 
victory in China by disarming the forces of 
General Chiang Kai-shek for two years while 
the Reds got arms from the USSR. Yet we 
are told the Marshall Plan so.ved the world 
from communism! 

Then in January, 1949, Piigsident Truman 
came out with his notorious Point Foui' pro- 
gramme which aimed to invest American 
dollars through the UN in the “under-tPe- 
veloped areas of the world,’* including those 
in the Soviet bloc. 

POSITION TODAY 

Today foreign aid is coming more and 
more out into the open and toeing the Stalin- 
Brow'der line. The well known, economist, 
Henry Hazlitt, wrote in May 9, 1960 
issue of Newsweek: 

“Ever since the advent of fiie New Deal, 
socialist assumptions Jiave tended in-"^ 
creasingly to supplant capitalist assump- 
tions in our thinking. Nowhere has tliis 
change been quite as marked as in for- 
eign economic policj*. Tlie wliole foreign - 
aid program, outside of purely military 
aid, rests on socialistic assumptions . . . 
Today wc are actually making .state 
‘planning’’ or socialism a condition for 
the receipt of our foveiga aid.” 

Confiimation of this is found hi the follow- 
ing column by D. H. Connors Which appeared 
in the Green Bay Register, Feb. 16, 1962: 


“Let us consider only the money lhat 
has gone to our 'allies’ against commu- 
nism. WImt has been done with fliis vast 
sum? Wliy, the governments of these 
couJitries, with millions of oiu dollars 
at their disposal, bought up as much of 
the industry of their countries as they 
could. On the excuse of economic expan- 
sion, they have bought the means of pro- 
duction au*ay from tlie people and arc 
busy socializing the comitrics. The com- 
munists, you may remember, consider 
themselves Socialists, as indeed they arc. 
“Nationalizatioh of hidustry and State 
Capitalism have been fostered in comi- 
tries receivh»g*o ur-f unds.-^Iaiiy-privafely . 
omied bushiesses have been iiilten over. 

A ^ great many of the governments re- 
ceiving our aid have been cjicouraged 
by the U.S. Govermnent to move into 
industrial operations with programs sim- 
ilar to the Soviet seven-year plan. 

“We are helping to establish the same 
system of State slavery we are pretend- 
ing to combat. And Christians in Amer- 
ica are paying dearly, to the detriment 
of their omi cliarities, 

"Over and over again the Popes have 
reaffirmed the right of individuals to omi 
property and their right fo^ iidicrlfance. 
Can we pretend to stop the flow of com- 
niimism while at the saiu'e thho wo sup- 
port philosopliles that are essentially the 
^ame thing, minus only tlio blood baths?” 

'AID IS INCfiEASINGLY BEING GIVEN 
— to communist bloc counteies and to pro- 
Soviet states such as India, and to the so- 
called “nationalist” states of the Afro-Asian 
bloc which invariably support the Soviet 
line. 

Poland has received $600,000,000 from the 
tJS taxpayers. Yugo-Slavia has received over 
.$2,000,000,000, and her airmen are being 
trained in the US though Tito has several 
times said that in a war he would side with 
Moscow. Even the USSR itself lias received 
“-41£t,000,000 XS dollars. 

YET, aid is being cut off fi*om aiiti-eoin- 
mniiist countries. Indeed, heroic Katanga was 
subjugated by UN forces equipped and fin- 
anced by Washington. 

Several times in 1962 the Kennedy Gov- 
ernment cut off Laos’ monthly subsidy of 
three to four million dollars until its pro- 
West regime entered into a suicidal coalition 
with the communists. 

The President of Pakistan, Aytib Klian, 
complained on his recent visit to the US 
that ncutealist and anti-American states in 
'Asia got far more support— and dollars— 
from the US than did her friends. 

Similar complaints have been made by 
other respected Asian leadei*s' such a§ Pi'cs- 
ident Macapagal of the Philippines, the Pres- 
ident of the UN General Assembly Sir Za- 
fnilla Khan, and iVIadaine NIiu. 

Statesmen in the Afi'o-Asian bloc who are 
anti-communist and friendly lb the West 
get, at best, a disparaging, cynical jiress in 
the West or else the “silent feeatmeiit,” More 
often than n'ot, they get a doivnright Jibslile 
treatment. Such pei-sons include Gbiieral 
Ohiaiig Kai-shek (Free China), Syn^nan 
Hhee and General Park Chung Hco (South 
Korea), Ajnih Klum (Pakistan), Alexander 
Bustamente (Jamaica), Forbes Burnliam 
(British Guiana), Moisc Xshombe (Katanga) , 
President Macapagal (Philippines), Sir 
Oliver Goonetilleke (Ceylon), General Nos- 
avan (Laos), President Ngo Dinli Diem 
[(South Viet Nam), Madame Ngo DinU Nhu 
(South Viet Nam), King Hussein (Jordan), 
and many others. 

These leaders are not mere isolated indi- 
viduals. They command mass support in their 
own countries and in some cases their fame 
and prestige extend far beyond their borders. 
The revolutionary struggle of Syngmaii Rhee 
for a free Korea, for instance, has o.xtcnded 
for half a century. 

The attempts of General Park Chung Hee 
lo purge his counti'y of vice, decadence and 
luxury are an object lesson to all of us in

Not only are such figures genuine anti- 
communists, but without^exception the>' are 
sincerely interested in the material welfare 
of their people. The simplest proof lhat 
communism does not improve the lot of its 
people is the ' constant stream of refugees 
ivho have been passing from East to West 
since the Iron Curtain^.fell in 1945, Not a 
month.passes w^hojit ttasanjls crossing the 
Curtain. Even in* Kor^two "out of' every 
three Chinese Red Army prisoners preferred 
to join Chiang Kai-shek in Formosa than lo 
return lo Ciiina now that it had become a 
“workers* paradise.” Cuba, another allegedly 
backward country, has seen more than 200 
thousand of her sons and daughters flee their 
homeland since Castro seized power. 

Most of the handful of persons passing 
from West lo East In recent years have been 
“upper-class” British homo-sexuals such as 
BiLTgess and Maclean, American homo-sex- 
uals such as Mitchell and Martin of the Na- 
tional Security Agency, and mtllionaiix* 
stock-broker such as Alfred Stern, The refu- 
gees from the West to the “worltcrs’ ppa- 
dise” have numbered only a few dozen since 
1945, and have invariably been rich “intel- 
lectuals” or homo-se.xuais. 

Yet, the W’eslern press has contrived to 
give us the impression Unit the only real 
leaders of the Afro-Asian Woe are garbage 
such as Nehru, Jagan, Nkrnmah, Adoulu, 
Mboya, Ben Bella, Kenyatta, Sulianio, etc,, 
and tliat they must be constantly appeased 
with lavish dollar hiuulouts to prevent them 
from “going comnuinist.” As if, for all 
practical purposes, these “leaders” weren’t 
eoninnuiist or Ked-pawns already! Suhanio 
alone lias received $’ICH},000,000 from the 
American taxpayer, wliilc Jagan has been 
promised .$300,000,000. ^ 

In this respect, Britain is just as bad as 
the United States. When the heroic Negro, 
Forbes Burnham, staged a successful up- 
rising against the Indian, communist, Clieddi 
Jagan, in February of last year, Britain flew 
troops 4,000 miles to Biitisli Guiana lo sup- 
press ‘Burnham and rcstoi’c dictator Jagan, 
Prince PliilMp, too, just liappencd lo fly in 
at that lime to ostentatiously shake Jagan’s 
hand. Yet, Forbes Bumharn, a Negro, is 
more a native to British Guiana than the 
East-IiVdian Jagan and his wife (Janet Rosen- 
berg of Chicago),

The first plea for oulright direct aid to 
Red regimes was made by Senator John F,

Kennedy! Probably for this reason, jJie 
Establishment which .conlrols^the US decided 
that Jlr. Kennedy wotdd make a wonder ful 
front. In view of strong Catholic condem- 
nation of communism, Mr. Kennedy’s much 
publicized religious affiliation wovdd 'make 
admirable coveiv As Time magazine of hily 
Jl, 1960, put it: 

'•Since the Roman Catholic Church ‘?s 
miliiantly unli-cjnnmnnist, Kennedy feels 
that Ills Catholicism makes him pretty 
much immune to any suspicion of '‘deft- 
ness’ towards comiinmisni.” 

Kennedy sneaked into Montreal in Dctom- 
ber, 1953, and before the English Litei-^tmc 
Club of Montreal University pleaded for slid 
and an alliance with comnuunsT YugO^V^' ia. 
(See full report in the Montreal Gazette, of 
Dec. 5, 19.53.) Tito had jaiied Cardinal 
Stcpimic in 1946 for 16 years, but jn 'Ken- 
nedy’s plea for aid to Yugo-Slavia he '^lafed 
frankly that “he doesn’t think of foreign 
policy as a moral issue.” 

Then in April, 1957, Mr. Kennedy ,<*>ne 
out strongly in favour of aid to Polabd lo 
stabilize her Red regime which had "iven 
.severely shaken by the rioting of ihe pivvious 
year. 

Promoting this ‘'foreign aid” policy »cleut- 
lessly his speech in the US Senate on March 
25, 195S, contained the following very ^^gni- 
ficant words: 

“No greater ebailongc exists in »he 
future than the peaceful organizaVten 
of a world society whicli includes not 
only the wealthy industrial states of 
America, Western Europe, ami Russia, 
hilt also powerful new' jiidustrial state.s 
in Asia, Latin America, Africa, and ffie 
Middle East.” 

Those w'ords bear a most striking rc- mib- 
Jance to those by Eail Browder in his vork, 
Teheran, Our Path In War And Peaces 
Senator William F, Knmvhind, then leader 
of the Republican Party in the US Senate, 
said^n ,^gust, 1 957, of one of the Krencdy 
aid-to-cdmrtiunism piogi^msV* * 

“It seems to me lhat the Senator is now 
asking'* the American people to under- 
take a whole economic plan of boKter- 
ing the Comimmisl World.” 

IT IS NO SECRET JILVT MIKOVAN 
— in January, 1959, and Kozlov in hily 
1959, came to the US to solicit moie fonds 
for the always shaky economy of the .‘soviet 
Union. We need hardly labour the point that 
all financial aid to communist countrie^> goes 
to strengthen and stabilize their regimes and 
tiny elite. It docs not reach the captive 
peoples. 

The Brooklyn Tablet, in Us June 14, 1958 
edition, put the whole issue rather WcB in 
an article exposing and severely criticizing 
Senator Kennedy, under its main caption: 
CAPTIVE PEOPLE IVANT FREEDOM, 
NOT FINANCIAL HELP FOR DIL A- 
TORS. 

THE UN AND “FOREIGN .AID” 

A most sinister trend— that of channeling 
more and more American foreign aid Uirough 
the UN — has developed in the last five yem-s. 
Tlius, when it reaches tlie other end no 
possible benefit to the United Slates can be 
derived. Tliis policy seems io have originated 
witli the influential Dr, lingli Schonitcld, 
President of the Crusade for World Govern- 
ment. The World Federalist of November 
1957 quoted Dr. Schonfield’s address at the 
10th Anniversary Congress of tlie World 
Association of World Federalists at The 
Hague, Holland. Following is a signiPcant 
excerpt: 

“Wc arc past colonial imperialism, but 
now with increased aid tt> underdevel- 
oped areas 'fear of inflUenee' is increas- 
ing. Special agencies of the UN under a 
world government .should be charged 
wifli the task. Moveinents to give teeh- 
iiicUl and economic aid dtiWlde the UjN 
must be destroyed if wfc art to esfaWMi 
a proper p'ositiOiv for iiilittlal aid.”

JERRY JAOKIS

He has since lusigned in disgust! Is it any 
wonder we have now lost Cambodia? 

The.se are but three incidents where patri- 
ciism did not pay. There are other incidents 
too numerous to list. Such a situation could 
only exist ii^ a Depanment controlled I)y 
trakors. 


TH E OHARA OTEB OF THE STATE DEPT, 
iihis Department is tlie girnit that keeps 
growing. From a two-room apartment, with 
a secretary and four aides and an operating 
budget of S6500, in.J781t tlte State Depart- 
ment had become a major operation by 1949 
with 6000 U. S. employees and 11,000 in 
foreign lands. By 1959 it had ^,000 em- 
ployees: 11,000 in the .U. S.' ^5 3i,00b in 
seventy-five foreign,' countries. It boasts of 
1200 buildings in 200 cities and an annual 
budget of near $250,000,000! 

As the budget inci'eases, subversion and 
inefficiency increase.' Pmmer Pres. Hoover 
warned Eisenhower, when he was president: 
“WIiOo you still control Congress overhaul 
iho State Department. Reorganize this de- 
partment so it can oporaic. You must cut it 
down, weed it out, and imtil it is done, no 
X>resideiit will ever again control the (execu- 
tive branch of the United States." 

We have warned our readers many times 
over the years of subversion in the State 
Department.

On January 22, 1963, a group of crypto- 
Communists, Communists and Socialists, met in 
the ballroom of the Americana Hotel, New 
York City, for the purpose of raising $20 mil- 
lion. without which the Fund for the Republic 
will be unable to function. Atnong those pres- 
ent were: Robert Hutchins, Adiai Stevenson, 
Clifford Cas^ Robert Kennedy, Henry Schlesia- 
gcr, Cyms Baton, William Douglas, Joseph 
Clark, Adolph 'Schmidt, George Ball. Many 
patriots will chuckle witli glee if the Fund dies 
of lack of funds. 

Since it was organized (195.-1). with Ford 
Foundation money ($15 million), it has been 
the angel for the forces creating confusion. It 
is possible, however, that the parent Ford Foun- 
dation may furnish these twenty millions, but 
all indications arc that the parent is deeply 
ashamed and embarrassed by its '’pinko" off- 
spring. 

The Fund refers to itself as "an educational 
institution.” It professes an interest in civil 
lights and a free society, but it is curiously 
selective about its defense of civil rights. Its

FILM 

Rome, Nov. 7 (AP) — ‘*]Movie producer 
Otto Preminger, a Jew, has received the 
Grand Cross of Slerifc from Gie Knights of ■ 
the Holy Sepulchre, a Roman CathoKc Order. 
He was cited at the ceremony ia Rome for 
his picture, ‘Iho CardinaV ”, 

Otto Preminger arrived in the United 
States duihig World War II as a refugee 
seeking asylum. He was immediately aided 
by Henhau Shmulin, Lillian Heilman, etc, 
antLeventually JandetLat SOtKCenturyJTox 
as actor-director and later as a producer. 
He is well-known for producing “controver- 
sial” films such as “The Moon Blue” (sex, 
virginity) and “The Man With The Golden 
!Ana” (dope addiction) . Botli of these films 
were produced without the producers' seal 
of approval regarding suitable material for 
the screen (N. Y. News, 11/10/63). 

Preminger was also responsible for “A- 
natomy of a fliurder” (rape) , and “Advise 
and Consent” (about perverts, blackmailers 
and subversives in file U. S. Gov’t.). His 
gr^test feat u'as “E.xodiis” in which he em- 
ployed Communist writer Dalton Trumbo as 
screen writer. Trumbo was sentenced to jail 
fibm June 9, 1950 to April, 1951, for con- 
tempt of Congress. The Hollywood Reporter 
in 1946 published tlie Communist . pai;ly 
(U.S.) book numbers of Trumbo (No. 36802J 
and Ring Lardncr, Jr, (No. 25109) . (Chicago 
Tribune, 11/10/46), Lardner will be the 
screen writer for Preminger’s next picture 
‘'Genius”. 

“The Cardinal”, for which Preminger has 
received Cardinal Cushing’s blessing, plus 
the above-mentioned Grand Cross of Merit 
from the Roman Catholic Church, has only 
one real-life cliaracter, Cardinal Iimitzer, of 
Vienna, Austria. Preminger has departed 
from Heniy Morton Robinson’-s novel, and 
injected some of Ins own pet ideas into the 
film.Cardinal Innitzer’s great crime was his 
devotion to the German cause and more par- 
ticulai'ly the approval by the Cardinal and 
the otlier Austrian Bishops of Hitler’s union 
of Austria and Germany. On Mai’ch 18, 1938, 
the Austrian Bishops issued a joint statement 
which read in part: “Wo are also of tho 
cxnnnction tliat through the activity of the 
National Socialist movement the danger of 
the wholly destructive and godless Bolslic- 
^ssii will be forestalled.” (Munich National- 
Z^ung, 7/12/63). There are false charges 
in the film to the effect that Cardinal Innit- 
zer’s sermons were censored by Nazi officials, 
and tliat the Cardinal substituted “Hell 
Hitler” for “Praised bo tlie Lord,” 

It is interesthig to note here that tlie only 
“behevable” charactei’s in “Tlie Cardinal’* 
who have any spiritual quality or depth are. 
Cardinal Gleimon and Father Ned Halley, 

' played respectively by John Huston and 
Burgess Meredith. (N.Y. Times, 12/13/63). 
Better knoivn as a film director, Huston has 
been cited by the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities and California Commit- 
tee as an effective leader of tlie Commie 
cause in Hollywood (Hollywood for Sane), 
Burgess Meredith has also been cited by tlie 
House and California Committee for asso- 
ciation witli many Red fronts including 
lliought Control; Coimniiiee for the 1st 
Amendment; Film and Photo League, etc.

As a result of this-symposium tliese organ- 
izations now have at their disposal $4,000)000 
with the promise of more to come. According 
to the discussions, formal and informal, that 
were lieldl at this symposium much of this 
money uill< l^-used: 

A. TO' “encourage*' both state and- national 
senators -and) representatives to introduce and 
vote* for laws that will gradually restrict 
private ‘Ownership of firearms leading to the 
ultimate* coiifisealion of. all private arms. .

C. For programs to educate the members' 
of the* press and other news media regarding 
these'dangers so that they will be encour- 
aged* to- emphasize the violent aspects of any 
cr'ime- wliere a* firearm is involved and give 
page one coverage to such things as hunting 
accidents. 

With- the public properly brainwashed and 
sufficient anti-gun legislation passed at the 
national level these people are aiming at a 
target dale of January 1, 1966 to begin the 
actual confiscation' of civilian arms. 

IT’S STATE DEPT. PLAN 

A subject of considerable unofficial de- 
bate* was whether or not it would be’ desir- 
able to* first have a period of amnesty in 
which^ people; could* turn their guns* in vol- 
untarily' and be paid a fair market price for 
them. Some' of those present argued that 


such a move would merely give people an 
opportunity to hide their guns away. Others 
argued that it would not be possible to keep 
confiscation plans entirely secret and they 
thought most people would turn hr their guns 
voluntarily when they could receive payment 
for them rather than chance having them 
confiscated later on without payment. 

All of this was discussed in terms of the 
State Department plan for “Total Disarma- 
ment hr a Peaceful World.” 

Although not listed as a speaker, an acfivd 
participant in these “informal discussions’* 
was Robert O. Blood, Jr., 2005 Penneraft & 
Court, Aun^Arbor, Michigarr (Sociology -De- 
partment. U. of Mich.). Blood was one of the 
signers of an open letter to President Truman 
published in the communist “Worker” Aug. 
13, 1950 under the letter-head of the identi- 
fied communist front “Amoricaii Committee 
for the Protection of the Foreign Born.” He 
lias been affiliated with the "Committee for 
Free Political Advocary,” Uie National Coun- 
cil of Sciences and) Professions and other 
'.communist controlled organizations. 

In 1961 the United States Congress passed, 
and the Senate approved, Public Law S7-297. 
This law was signed into final effect by 
President Kennedy in November of that year. 
Under this law the United States disanna- 
ment agency was brought into existence and 
the appointed personnel of tliis agency were 
given full power to jransfer or eliminate all 
or any part of the weapons and/or personnel 
of our Army, Navy, Air Force, and Marine 
Corps. 

The general plan under which this is to be 
accomplished was spelled out in publication 
7277 of the United States Department, 
available for 15^ per copy* from the Super- 
intendent of Documents, tJ. S, Government 
Printing Office, Washington, (25) D..-C. 

Most Americans still do not realize that 
in 1946 our Senate ratified the United Nations 
Charter as a Treaty Obligation. Since that 
-tfmcstbe^upremffTinurrhas’heldthatvtreaty * 
law supersedes the United States Constitution. 
Thus, the United States Constitution is no 
longer the supreme law of this land. In the 
final analysis we are now governed by the 
United Nations Charter which was written 
by two communist spies with many parts 
copied directly from the so-called constitu- 
tion of the Union of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics. 

U.N, TAKES OVER U.S. TROOPS 

Most Americans do not realize that a num- 
ber of United States Army Troops were 
turned over to the United Nations command 
to make practice seizures of a number of 
American cities as far back as 1952. These 
and many other facts concerning the com- 
munist subversion and control of our own 
government have been carefully hidden from 
tlie American people. 

When these facts are known, however, 

- the possibility of our personal firearms being, 
confiscated by the end of 1965 seems less 
fantastic. The actual procedure discussed at 
“this symposium for confiscation of these ai'ms 
called for the United States to be divided 
up into areas of approximately five states 
each. Beginning with the northwestern part 
of the United Slates each of these areas is 
to be sealed off with troops and systemat- 
ically searched until all possible arras (sup- 
posedly) are found and confiscated.

In the course of the raid, the.^ii^d of- 
ficers emptied the contents of the safe/ ©ne 
of the documents foimd in it containedtfa v 
specific outline of “Rules for Bringing Ahou(f<*** 
a Revolution.” It is reprinted here to show 
the strategy of materialistic revolution, and 
how personal attitudes and habits of li\'ing 
affect the affairs of nations: 

A. Comipt the yoxuig. Get them away from 
religion. Get them interested in se.v. Make 
tliem superficial, destroy their rnggedness. 

B. Get control of all means , of piiblicitj*- and 
lliereby: 

I. Get people's minds off their govern- 
iiieiit bj’ focnsiiig tlieir attention on 
athletics, .sexy books and plays, and 
other trivialities. 

3. Divide the people into hostile groups 
by constantly harping on controversial 
matters ofjiojmportance. 

3. Destroy fhe peoi>lo*s faith in their 
natural leaders by holding these latter 
up to ridicule, obloquy, and contempt. 

4. Always preach true democracy, but 
seize power as fast and as ruthlessly as 
possible. 

5. By eucoxi raging govermuent extrava- 
gance, destroy its credit, produco fear 
of hiffation with rising prices and gen- 
eral discontent. ’ ‘ 

6. Eoment unnecessary strilces in vital 
industries, encourage civil disorder and 
foster a lenient and soft attitude on the 
part of government tqivards such dis- 
orders. 

7. By specious argumciits cause the 
breakdown of the old moi^r virtues: 
honesty, sobriety, conlinenoe, faitli hi the 
pledged word, niggeduess; 

C. Cause the registration of all firearms on 
some pretext, with a view to confiscating 
them and leaving the population helpless. —

IMPKEUS BY ASSASSINATION 
X These simple **Rnlcs for Revolution'* have 
never been changed; foi* the simple reason 
that it has never been necessary to change 
them. Tliey worked in France in tlie late 
eighteenth centui’y, and again in the mid 
nineteenth century. They worked in Russia. 
They worked in Geimany under the Weimar 
Republic which produced National Socialism 
imder Hitler, And those same rules are 
working in the United States today. 

Tiiere have, of course, been refinements 
of the strategy of application of these rules. 
Thea’&volutionaries of our day did not cor- 
rupt the young by getting them away from 
religion. They were more direct: they cor- 
rupted religion itself, lliat made it so much 
easier to coiTupt tho young. 

When radio and television became “means 
of publicity,” it became much easier— and 
^astei—to accomplish the seven aims listed 
3n these “Rules for Revolution,” 

But there remained “Rule 0,” which was 
difficult of accomplishment ' in the United 
States. For the very wise Founding Fathers 
wrote into this Nation's Constitution a pro- 
scription against the limitation of the citizens’ 
right to have and bear ai'ms. That second 
article of the Bill of Rights is well known 
to most American citiisens— and the con- 
fiscation, of privately owned arms has been 
a “puzzler” to revolutionary conspirators. 

One would hesitate to stale unequivocally 
that the assassination of a President of the 
United States, by a revolutionary using a 
private arm, was iletcrmiuea as the one rr-ay 
to create the emotional climate required in 
order to bring about “the registration of all 
fircarms-ou some pretext, with a view to 
confiscatiiig them and Iea\iug the popula- 
tion helpless.” 

One' would hesitate to say Uiat tliis “pre- 
text” was the planned murder of oiu* Presi- 
dent. But, it can be stated without risk of 
denial, that^he a^assination lias become'' 
the pretext for a demand for the Federal 
registration of all fireai'ms — and “with a 
\iew to confiscating tliem” at a later date. 

The “publicity *to promote civilian disarm- 
ing’* began immediately after the assassin- 
ation of tlie late President. Drew Pearson " 
was quiclc to pick up tlie theme that if the 
“Anfusd' BUI” had not been defeated, our 
President ‘ might still Jive. Senator Doc(d 
qqickly added new amendments to his old 
bill regarding the registration of arms. The 
conservative, U, S. Nows & World Report 
came up iwth a “Front Pago of the Week’* 
highlighting tlie new drive, ' 

Regardless of the laws that may be writ- 
ten, an assassin will find the means to be an ^ 
assassin. But; laws prohibiting law-abiding 
citizens from keeping and bearing, arms 
makes it impossible for the law-abideis to 
uphold the law against the law-breakers!

Such a law punishes law-keepers, and aids 
law-breakers; Such a Jaw is made tor the 
righteous man, not for the lawless!

U.S. “TREATY OUTLINE” 
-SURRENDER AT GENEVA 

By S. R. Jones 

The news that tlie United Slates Govern- 
ment had submitted on April IS, 1962, an 
OutUiie of Basic Provisions of a Treaty on 
General and Complete Disarinaiucnt hi a 
Peaceful World to the CommiUee on Dis- 
armament at Geneva, Switzerland, came as 
a stunning shock to those Americans who 
foimd mention of it in their newspapers, and 
to most of the Members of the United States, 
'Congress. 'This proposed Treatry 'offers a'plan 
to surrender American sovereignly and lay 
down the military strength of this Nation 
before the very enemy wlio has promised to 
bury us. 

The United States Senate learned of the 
existence of. the Treaty Out lino wJien a news 
story from Geneva was placed^ in the Goii- 
gressional Record, It staled. 

The United States will submit to the 
Geneva Conference a plan calling for tlic 
elimination of. national armies within nine 
years and their replacement by a United 
Nations force. 

When tlie news broke, Senator Ricliaril 
Russell, Chairman of the Senate Armed Ser- 
vice Committee, is reported to have said: 

This is the first time I have heard of such, 
a suggestion by any official of the govern^ 
ment; I shall oppose with all my strength 
any proposal which wouhl'ilisbaudtlic armed 
forces of the. United States. Wc cah tallc all 
wc please about various agreements, but the 
element ivhich is niaiiitainiug peace and 
preventing a major war today is the armed 
might of. the U.S.A., led bj' the Strategic 
Air Conuiiand. 

P do not believe that the people of the 
United States- would tolerate any such thing 
as that for five miimtos if made by any 
mail’ bi public life ... It ivoidd put tliis 
comifry at the mercy of the Soviet Uiiiou. 

Senator Strom Thurmond added his pro- 
test: 

I could not agree wiih Sena I or Russell 
more in tliis eloquent aiuV brief argimieut 
agauist disbanding our nuclear and eonveiir 
tional forces, in order to create a. super armed 
force for the United Nations. The UN is.uow 
controlled by the neutralists, who, judging 
by their UN voting records, are in tiu*n con- 
trolled’ by the So\ict Union, 

This bitter indictment of the Geneva 
Treaty. Outline oil Disarmament, to say 
nothing of its existence, never reached the 
American people as a whole. The content 
of- this Treaty would shock' the average 
American to the depths of his soul. 

In the- name of peace, we would be asked 
to: Abolish West Point, Annapolis, and all 
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“War to the Iiili between communism 
and capitalism is inevitable . , .To win 
we shall need the element of siu*prise. 
The bourgeois will have to be put fo 
sleep. So we shall begin by laiuieliing 
the most spectacular peace movemeut 
on record. Tliere will be electrifying 
overtures and iiiilieard of coneessicus. 
The capitalistic countries, stupid and 
dcaideiit, will rejoice to cooperate in 
their own destruction. They w-ill r<>ap 
at another eliaiice to be friends. As 
soon as their guard is down, we shaU 
.smash them with our elenclied fist*”

Destroy the 
Strategic Air Command! Dispose ci the 
Navy! Permit garrisoning of foreign uoops 
on our soil to insure compliance with ITcaty 
obligations! Divide the country into 20 -'ones 
f or sp ot checking!^ Accept^compiulsory;^ jui'is- 
ctiction of tile International Court of JUitioe! 
Nullify the Constitution by agreeing to enact 
legislation in support of the proposed 'Treaty 
“iniposiug legal obligations on huUviduals 
and organizations and providing appreiwia to 
penalties for their noucompUance.”, 

Tile stated goal of the Treaty is, 
Coiistruetion of a Unileil Natioiii, Peace 
Force until it had sufficient armed Kerces 
ami armauieiits so that no nation nmld 
challenge it. 

These last are the most chilling words ever 
set fortti by ' the government of a free 
people. No vanquished nation ever had har- 
sher terms spelled out. It is proposed* to give 
this enormous power to the United Nations 
and its agencies at the precise moment in 
history when once ardent supporters of the 
United Nations are adding their voices to 
those who have long held that organization 
suspect. 

The proposal is subject to’ the imerpre- 
lation that our Govei'iiment does not seek 
victory in.lhe cold war against commtmism 
and is, tlierefore, willing to settle for a po- 
tentially communist-dominated world govern- 
ment. The principal agencies of this- body 
would be the International Court of Justice, 
the International Disarmament Organization, 
and the United Nations Peace Force — aJVvvith 
unchallengeable power. 

Total disarnnunent and surrender :o this 
body are- to be accomplished in three stages 
of 3 years each, during wliieli the United 
Nations and its various divisions .named 
above would be progressively strengthened 
and tlie “partics^ to the TTcatjV^ including 
the United States, systematically weakened. 

CONNALLY AIUENDIMEKT 
Attention is called to the fact ih«ai the 
second stage of the proposed disarmament 
treaty calls for acceptance of the compulsory 
jurisdiction of the Internationa! Court of 
Justice, commonly called the World Court. 

The International Court of Justice is the 
principal judicial organ of the United 
N.ations. The United Slates does not now 
accept coippulsory jurisdiction of the Coiu't, 
which functipns in accordance with own

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statute without regard for the provisions of 
the Constitution of the United Slates or the 
Bill of Rights. 

There is' no definitive body of interna- 
tional law upon which the International 
Court ojC Justice may draw in rendering its 
decisions. 

The President of the World Court is a 
jurist from communist Poland and there are 
two other communists on its 15-member 
body, although the communists do not accept 
compulsory jurisclicUon of the Court. Tlie 
United States has no assurance tiiat it will 
always be represented on the World Court; 
and its sole representative today is Philip 0. 
Jessup, who in 1951 was denied confirmation 
as the United States Delegate to the United 
Nations because of his association with tlie 
Institute of Pacific Relations. Mr. Jessup is 
serving on the World Court as a nominee 
of the General Assembly of the United Na- 
tions, where we have one vote and no veto, 
and without the recommendation or prior 
approval of Congress. 

The United States is now protected from 
World Court meddling in its domestic affairs 
by the Connally Amendment to the United 
States Declaration of Adherence to the 
■World Court. This Amendment reserves to 
the United States the right to determine 
what matters are foreign and what matters 
are domestic, and therefore beyond the jur- 
isdiction of this Coiwt. 

For this reason the American people have 
demanded the continuing protection of the 
Connally Amendment and have repeatedly 
demonstrated their opposition to all efforts 
to repeal it. Acceptance of compulsory' jur- 
isdiction of tlie World Court would nullify 
the protection now provided to the United 
States by the Connally Amendment. 

ARMS CONTROL AND DISAEMAaiENT 
AGENCY 

Many other particulars in the disarmament 
proposals being offered go far beyond any- 
thing considered a few short years ago. 
Members of the United States Congress are 
now belatedly inquiring whether the U. S. 
'Arms Control and Disarmament Agency- 
Public Law 87-297— was not actually created 
to forward the dangerous proposals which 
have been unfolded since it was established 
in September 1961. 
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The Act that established this Agency gave ’ 
the Director powers not previously granted 
to the Administration of the then existing 
U. S. Disarmament Administration. Congi'ess 
has a limited check on the Agency Director, 
who is answerable only to the President and 
the Secretary of State. He is empowered to ■ 
negotiate with other nations and other inter- 
national agencies. 

President Kennedy called the new Agency 
a symbol of the importance which the 
United States attaches to disarming man- 
kind of the weapons of war. Its advocates 
in Congress glowingly descilbed’ it as The 
Peac8=Ageuoyr and tliere -were tliose- who 
voted for it simply because ‘T?ou can’t vote 
against Peace,” 

The Senators and Representatives who had 
read the fine print in the bill authorizing the 
’Agency took a sterner view. Congressman 
John M. Ashbrook warned that it might, 
better be called The Surrender Agency. 

He- said, 

The testimony is replete Trith evidence 
which indicates this Agency may well bo 
the back door for the one-worldors to ac- 
complish liielr goal of the mandatoiy uiter- 
iiational world court, a repeal of the Coii- 
nally Eesen^ation, and a subsorrienee of 
American sovereignty to some' superbody. 
It is also the back door to recognition of Red 
China diplomatically .... 

By approving this bill the administration 
will have an expression of Intent from tins 
body which will, in my judgment, encourage 
it to malco broad advances toward world 
government. 

Is that not wliat has apparently happened? 
And why did Congress ignore the storm 
signals that had already been hpisted? As 
long ago as March 21, 1960, an. Associated 
Press release from Geneva announced that 
the Soviet bloc at the Conference was told 
that, in the last stage of the Western dis- 
armament plan, General Staffs and Military 
Schools such as West Point and the Unitec] 
States Naval Academy woidd be abolished. 

When the Disarmament Agency was ap- 
proved by the United States Congress, that 
body knew, if the American people did not, 
that on March 30, 1961, the Government of 
the United Slates and the Soviet Union Iiad 
filed with the United Nations a Joint State- 
ment of Agreed Principles for Disarmament 
Negotiations. The goals set forth were less 
detailed but similar to those spelled out in 
the Geneva Treaty Outline. 

UNITED NATIONS POLICE FORCE 
Why did the United States Congress not 
immediately publicize and denounce State 
Department Publication 7277, Freedom From 
War— tlie United States Program for General 
and Complete Disannament in- a Peaceful 
World, which was' released shortly after the 
U. S. Anns Control and Disarmament Agency 
was enacted into law? The verbiage is 
strikingly similar to that which is contained 
in the Geneva Treaty Outline, 

Objectives listed in this State Department 
pamphlet included: 

The disbanding of all national armed 
forces and prohibition of tlieir reestablish- 
ment in any form whatsoever other tlian 
tlio^ required to preserve internal order and 
for contributions to a United Nations Peace 
Force; 

The institution of 'effective means for en- 
forcement of international agreements, for 
the settlement. of disptites, and for the main- 
tenance of. peace in accordance with the 
principles of the United Nations; (Note the 
absence of any mention of the Constitution. )_ 
The establishment of an effective opera- 
tion of an Ditemational Disarmament Organ- 
ization within the framework of the United 
Nations to insure compliance at all times 
with all disannament obligations. 

OUR CAUSE IS JUST 
Meanwhile, America cannot afford the 
risk of a weakened military posture; nor can 
we dismiss as blatant propaganda the Geneva 
Treaty Outline, since it has been offered by 
presumably responsible officials of the U. S. 
government and far exceeds the limit of 
action open to any nation interested in its 
own survival.

ROSTOW PLAN. 

On disarmament, Dr. Rostow, close Pres- 
idential adviser, wrote in his 1961 book, “The 
United States in the World Arena”: “It is a 
legitimate American national objective to 
see’ felnovcd from all nations — including the 
United' States— the right to use 'substantial 
milita:^ force to piir$he'tiieir-own interests. 
Since "tills residual right is thWoofof nat- 
ional sovereignty' and the basis for the ex- 
istence of an inte'niational arena of power, 
it is, therefore, an Anierrcau.intcre'strto see 
an end to nationhood as it has been histor- 
ically defined.”

' X. anonymous caller added that Freedman has ^boasted 

crthat he has contributed financially to promote anti-Semitism 
^ . among Negroes in Harlem, New York, New York, 

The anonymous caller gave no other infoimiatlon. The 
author had no other information relative to this matter. 


A source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, on December 28, 
1956, advised that Freedman had been 
associated with and supported "common 
Sense” . However, Freedman had an argument 
with the publisher of "common Sense" and 
consequently had not recently (December, 
1956) met with the publisher. This source 
added that most people regard Freedman as a 
man with a disordered mind.

COMMUNISTS AMONG SUBVERSIVES 
FOUND GUILTY IN RIVONIA SABOTAGE TRIAL 



'*WIiat we see in South Africa today is, a , 
powerfully paoneyed effort ... to builti up 
a huge pressure for the overthrow of, our 
ideal of national self-determination and sur- 
vival, the ideal entrusted to us by our fore- 
fathers. . . 

‘Xet us call this thing by its proper name! 
It is Pharisaism, striving to make its dom- 
inion world-wide and absolute. It is money 
power trying to usurp political power, as by 
its nature it is bound to do, and all over the 
world today the human spirit fights back, 
even the fight seems hopeless, as too by its 
nature it is bound to do.” 

—South. African Observer, May, 1964 

The lengthy (9 months) Kivonia Sabotage 
Trial was brought to a close on June 12, 
1964, when eight of the ten accused were 
found guilty of conspiring to overthrow the 
Government of South. Africa by violent 
means, some of the charges alleging the use 
of outside mili.tary intervention. They were 
sentenced to life imprisonment, although 
their guilt could have incurred the death 
penalty. Foimd guilty were six black Afri- 
cans, an Indian and a white (Dennis Gold- 
berg). A ninth defendant, former Communist 
Party propaganda chief Lionel Bernstein, 
was acquitted and promptly rearrested on 
unspecified charges. 

Last fall, the leaders _ of the sabotage 
group had been apprehended in a plotting 
session on the farm of Arthur Goldreicb, 
formerly an Israeli guerrilla. 

While awaiting trial, Goldreich escaped 
from a Johannesburg jail, fled the country 
disguised as a priest in black clerical garb, 
and thereby escaped standing trial (South 
'African Observer, July 1964). 

After being detained for four days, Abra^ 
ham Fischer, senior defense counsel of the 
guilty eight saboteurs, was released from a 
Johannesburg jail on July 12. Fischer had 
been held under a security law which per- 
mits police to hold suspects for 90-day 
periods without charge or trial. He had been 



rounded up with 40 others, mostly whites, 
in Security Police swoops throughout the 
couiitry. By July 15, the arrests totaled 
about 80 potential security rislis. 

Allegations have been made by the Am- 
erican “liberal” i>ress, among others, that 
South Africans are being sentenced to death 
or imprisoned for their opposition to the 
Government’s policy of Separate Develop- 
ment (apartheid). This was strongly denied 
last June in the South African Parliament by 
»Ir. B. J. Vorster, Minister of Justice and 
also by leaders of the Opposition parlies 
(United & Progressive), The Opposition 
Press in South Africa also agreed that the 
verdict of guilty in the Sabotage Trial was 
fair and just, although the accused were all 
opponents of apartheid. 

The chief defense lawyer in the Sabotage 
Trial, Abraham Fischer (alias Bram), has 
been identified by the South African De- 
partment of Justice as one of many while 
persons “who have been office-bearers, of- 
ficers, members or active supporters of the 
Communist Party of South Africa.” (Kegu- 
lation Gazette No. 142, Dept, of Justice, 
Republic of South Africa, Nov. 16, 1962. p 4), 

The list of subversive people compiled by 
South Africa’s Justice Department is quite 
revealing. Out of 129 white Europe^s listed, 
over 90 are easily identified as bang' Jews, 
many with birthplaces other than South 
Africa, A few examples will suffice: Isaac 
Abraham Aber (Lithuania), Morris Baren- 
blatt (Russia), Emanuel Brown (Palestine), 
Jack Cohen (Russia) , Alexander Israel 
.(Poland), Joe Levenson (Latvia) and Eli 
-Weinberg (Latvia). 

The Prime Minister of the Republic of 
South Africa, Hendrik F. Venvoerd, is the 
son of a Dutch Refonned Church missionary, 
and has lived in South Africa since he was 
a year old. On April 9, 1960, Prime Minister 
Verwoerd was shot twice in the head at 
point-blank range by a wealtliy white farmer 
as he addressed a crowd of 30,000 spectators 
in Johannesburg. 



The^ Prime Minister’s assailant, Da-vid 
Pratt, of Pietersburg, was identified as being 
“of Jewish extraction” in the B’liai B’rilh 
Messenger of Aug. 5, 1960. 

Prime Minister Verwoerd was regarded in 
some circles as being “anti-semitic.” In the 
mid-1930s, when 'Dr. Venvoerd was a pi;c- 
fessor of applied psychology at Stellenbosbh 
University, he and five other professors pro- 
tested to the Hertzog-Smuts government 
against the admission of Jewish refugees 
from Germany, In 1937, Dr, Venvoerd be- 
came editor of the Nationalist Party news- 
paper, “Die Transvaalcr.” His first article 
read in part: 

“The Nationalist does not hate the Jew, 
but there was a clash of interests between 
the Jew and ibo Afrikaner, and the Afrik- 
aner had found tliat commercial and in- 
dustrial undertakings were mostly in Torcign 
hands,' latterly mostly Jews.” 

The Afrikaners are descendants of the 
Dutch pioneers who established the first 
Boer (farmer) settlement at the cape in 
1652. 

Before World War H, the Nationalist Pai ty 
(now in control) introduced a bill aimed at 
prohibiting Jewsh immigration. The pa'xiy 
called for the “deletion of Yiddish as a rec- 
ognized European language for immigra/- 
tion purposes, for no further naturalization 
of Jewish immigrants, for the closing of 
certain professions to Jews and other 'nen- 
assimilable* races, and for the prohibition 
of the changing of names, rotTOspectivc to 
1930” (London Observer). 

After ccanplaints from the Dutch Reform- 
ed Synod, Educational Minister Jan Do 
Klerk banned exhibits on the evolution 'of 
man (Darwin theory) from the Transvaal 
Museum in Pretoria, South Africa. In the 
past, Mr, De Klerk has also banned nudo 
sculpture from public buildings in Pretoria. 
The standards of Ciiristian education are 
being applied tin South Africa.’ It is the de- 
clared policy of Prime Minister Verwoerd’S 
Nationalist government that all Icarnina

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Prior to the 1944 Democratic convention, 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt discussed several 
Vice-Presidential possibilities v/itli Demo- 
cratic chairman Robert Hannegaii and-other 
Democratic leaders. For the final choice, 
FDR is reported to have told tliem that they 
must first “Clear it with Sydney.'* 

Sidney Hilhnan, ' who okayed the 1944 
Democratic candidate for Vice-President 
(later to become President), was bom on 
March 23, 1887 in Zagare, Lithuania, tlien 
a part of Russia. He wa^s the son of Sclnmicl 
and Judith Paiken Gilman. Young Schmuel 
Gilman graduated from a Jewish Seminary 
at Zagare, and was reported jailed in Zagare 
during the 1905-1906 Russian Revolution, 
where he was among the workers who 
seized the town of Zagare in the name of the 
people, and was a member of the Proletarian 
Committee which governed the town. 

Sidney Hillman (Schmuel Gilman) arrived 
in the U.S. A. as a political refugee on -Aug. 
10, 1907. Seven years later, he became Pres- 
ident of the Amalgamated Clothing Workers 
Union, While pursuing his American career 
as a N.Y.C. gament worker, Sidney Hillman 
came to know the Socialist leader Morris 
IRlIqiiit (IMisca Hilkowicz) and Leon Xrot- 
sliy (I^v Davidovich Bron.stchi). Later on, 
through his contact with Felix Franlcfnrtcr, 
Sidney Hillman began his most important 
relationships with President Roosevelt. 

The day after the late John F, Kennedy 
received the 1960 Democratic nomination for 
Pjc^ident, three men were called to his 
suite to discuss JFK’s choice of>Lyi^on,.B. 
Johnson tor Vice-President: Alex Rose 
(President, Millinery Union) ; Walter Reu- 
ther (President, Auto Workei-s Union); and 
'Arllmr Goldberg (then AFL-CIO counsel 
— now Supreme Court Justice). The three 
labor representatives were not too happy 
with the choice of LBJ when a telephone 
call came for Alex Rose. It was David Du- 
binsk-y in New York, Dubinsky told Rose, 
“5 fliinli It’s a good ticket . . . that can win.” 
Dubinsky’s v/as the first liberal voice of pol- 
ilacal acceptance for Lyndon B. Johnson.

For 
example, it provided JFK with the winning 
margin in 1960 both at the state and national 
level. Just as in 1960, tlie Liberal Party im- 
age is considered important to Lyndon B.

Thinking 4he^matter, over ..jcaref* Vvtex- 
G6v|ril5r'" Cfofe^ev^nson^&eciSe 
to Jiift Wells County himself, and to assume 
personal direction of his campaign problems, 
taking with him Kellis Dibrell and James 
Gardner, two of his loyal workers." Ex-Gov- 
ernor Coke Stevenson promptly "moved his 
forces into Jim Wells County, going directly 
to Alice, the county capital, after a biibf 
conference held by him in Duval County with 
George Parr, who protested liis innocence. 

A thrcemian siih-committco of the Texas 
State Democratic Executive Committee had 
previously been set up in Austin to receive 
and officially tabulate all Democratic Party 
pidmary election results. Tliis sub-comittce 
reported on September S, 1948 that ex-Gov- . 
ernor Coke Stevenson had been elected by a 
US vote majority in the August 28, 1948 
Democratic Party’s nm-off primary election. 

Wifliin a matter of honrs after this report 
was released as official aiid final by the Texas 
State i)emocratic‘ Executive Committee in 
Austiii, John COniially immediately refuted 
it with a release from Alice, tlm county cap- 
ital of Jim Wells CoTiiitj', in which lie sta^d 
tlmt the ballot box of Precinct No, 13 in Jiih 
Wells Coimty had been *‘re canvassed,’’ and 
errors had been discovered that gave LBJ 
201 additional votes. According .to John 
Coiiiially’s September 3, 1948 “rccauvass” 
LBJ receh’cd 967 votes agaiiist 61 votes 
received by ex-Governor Coke Stevenson. 
John ConnalJy’s September S, 1948 alleged 
“recani'ass” gave LBJ a purported state-wide 
majority of only 87 votes hi the August 28, 
1948 nm-off primarj^ election and the iiom- 
hiatitm as the Democratic Party’s candidate 
in the State of Texas for United States Sen- 
ator in the November 1948 general electioiiT 

In the Democratic Party’s primary election 
on July 24, 1948, a new County Executive 
Committee had been elected for Jim Wells 
County, of wliich Harry Adams was Chair- 
man and H. L. Poole was Secretary. Under 
the laws of Texas, and following the estab- 
lished custom of the Democratic Pai-ty in 
Texas; the new County Executive Committee 
most take immediate possession of Demo- 
cratic . Party primary election returns, 
as their legal and traditional custodian. 


However, in spile of a legal and traditional 
obligation to surrender to the new County 
Executive Committee as official and legal 
custodian, the retiu'ns of the August 28, 
1948 run-off primary, the old County Exec- 
utive Committee declined to surrender tliem 
to Cliairman Adams and Secretaiy Poole 
^though repeatedly demanded. The Secre- 
tary of the old Coimty Executive Committee 
was Thomas Donald, an employee of the Parr 
bank, where he had placed the ballot box of 
Precinct No. 13 of Jim WeUs County in the 
vault of that bank, violating Texas law. 

Tliereupon, Chairman Ada ms and Secre- 
faiy alignST Themselv^ completely 

\vith ex-Govemor Coke Stevenson’s forces. 
Chairman Adams and Secretary' Poole frank- 
ly confessed that neither of tliem had been 
able to examine the contents of the ballot 
box of Precinct No. 13 of Jim Wells County, 
althbughi the new County Executive Commit- 
tee was its custodian under laws of the 
State of Texas and tradition of the Demo- 
cratic Party in all primary elections. 

Ghainnan Adams and Secretary Poole were 
present in the Parr bank when John Con- 
nally and Thomas Donald "recanvassed” the 
ballot box of Precinct No. 13 of Jim Wells 
County. Tliey managed to get close enough 
to the “recanvass” then in progress there, 
to notice about 200 names had recently been 
added to tlie list of 800 registered .voters, 
about 200 naiiles recently and hastily added 
tp the list of 800 names on the official list 
of registered voters. They noted tliat about 
200 names recently added to the list liad 
been added in alphabetical order, and that 
ail the names were in identical handivriting, 
aiid written with green hik, while the names 
on the official list'of the 800 registered voters 
were not in alphabetical order, nor were they 
Witten in the same Iiamturiting, and were 
written with fetack init. 

Chairman Adams of the County Executive 
CommittEe med to ex-Govemor Coke 
^ Said, , is, S' ergokee^^ deal, 

'"and I pledge,^u all my '^oWer to get to the 
.bottom of it.” They thereupon combined 
tlieir forces to demand another look at the 
voters list of Precinct No. 13 of Jim Wells 
County on the follovdng morning. They an- 
fiapated they would be peirnifed to copy 
■ narii^ from the list of voters as tliey ap- 
' geared there, in a move for further inves- 
tigating the possibility of obtaining a court 
Ctt'der directing John Cohnaliy and Thomas 
Donald to, deliver into their physical pos- 
setalon the ballot box of Precinct No. 13 of 
Jim Wells County, as official and legal rep- 
res'dhtatives of the new County ^^xecutive 
Committee, the legal and official custodian 
fdr Democratic Paiiy primary returns, 

K ellis. Dibrell and James Gardner, former 
IBI agents, and at that time practicing 
attorneys, were ex-Governor "Coke Steven- 
soh^s workers. They immediately telephoned 
trasted friends who were properly trained 
to assist them* in making a hasty investi- 
gation of persons selected from the 200 added 
names on that list, asking tlieir friends to 
joih ^hem. on the following day to help them 
with their task. The local newspapers got 
wind of,t,heir telephone calls, and interpreted 
them as calls for armed recnlits to forcibly 
take possession of the ballot box of Precinct 
No. 13 of Jin) Wells Coimty, when tlie bank 
opened the next day. The reporters conjured 
up tlie prospect of a pitched battle the next 
day, as it was not unusual for differences of 
opinion to be settled with pistols in this area 
of Texas, £tnd battle fever was then inount'ing 
at an alarming rate and things looked bad. 

Ex-Governor Coke Sfei-euson, three tiiiuis 
governgr of the ''State of To.vas, Itnew flio 
lirocetiurc to be followed under iho circum- 
stances, and sent an urgent call to the 
Adjutant General of the State of Texas at 
Ansi in for a sufficient force of Texas Rangers 
to maintain the peace and avoid bloodshed. 
As the time approached on the following 
morning for the hank doors to open, tho 
prospect for shooting it out appeared ex- 
cellent. The Parr forces uere ready for bus- 
iness. Five riflemen, trailing \Vinchester car- 
bines at ready, loHwl casually in skirmish 
formation across the narrow street, in front 





of a feed store. Directly iu front of tlio door 
of flic baiilf, calmly sfooil a dozen or more 
seasoned fi^itcrs, all armed wUh pistols. 

A few mmntcs liefore tho bank doors were 
to open at nine o’clock, ex-Govemor Coke 
Sfevenson and his imarmed investigators 
approached flio bank, escorted by Captain 
Frank Hammer of the Texas Bangers, wlio 
was kuomi to each gunman gathered iliore. 
He was respected as a stern, inflexible off- 
icer who never gave an order imtU he was 
prepared to enforce strict and prompt obed- 
ience. Captain Hammer slowly surveyed Hie 
group on Jjotii sides of Jhe street iiasually. 
Then ho walked over to tlio riflemen, and 
pointing domi the street, spoke just one word, 
Tlie riflemen cradled their carbines 
with muzzles lowered, mumbled angrily and 
cursed audibly, and departed down the street 
precisely as ordered by Capfaiu Hammer. 

Captain Hammer crossed Jback across the 
street and faced the group in front of the 
baiiit, Wlieii the talking and mumbling 
quieted down, Captain Hammer spoke just 
two words, “Fall back.” With a mhihmun of 
hesitation, Captain Hammer’s command was 
obeyed, and a path was cleared to the bank 
door.' As Thomas Donald opened the banit 
door, Captain Hammer motioned to ex-Gov- 
enior' Coke Stevenson’s men to enter the 
bank. Captain Hammer then took his place 
in the door of the banl? ahd forbade any , of 
tho others to cuter, Tliat began and that 
ended the part that Capttdn Hauniler piaffed 
in that affair, from its start to its fi^i^.. 

Di a statement sworn muter oath, IjBJ 
charged Captain Itamrner with using at tliat 
meeting, ^‘force, threats and hitimidaflon,” 
for “furthering tlie conspiracy to rob mo of 
my seat in tho .Ttnited States Senate,” tii |iis 
long career as a Tox^ Banger, this ^Vas the 
first time Captain Traih'mer was chaffed 
with violating the T^xds Baugter's edde of 
the strictest possible impartiality. 

As Chairman Adams' anq lcrefary^P]o6le 
‘‘iof'-Uye County Executive 
Wells County, legal and om^al custodian in 
Texas of primary election .returns in primai'y 
elections of the Democratic Party, ChauTO^ 
'Adams and Secretary Poole made i'ep‘eaUd 
demands upon Thomas'Cohald that he open 
the bank vault' and that he fothwith "deliver 
to them ballot box of Precinct ^o. 13'olf ^Im 
Wells Codtity. Thomas Donald kt first' shook 
his head negatively, but then quicfdy changed 
his mind and said, ‘T \viU permit ydtltb^^W 
the voting 'list, bub not to handle it” Mife- 
upon, Thomas Donald Iwii’Ied the feribb of 
the big vault door, and after 1:h6 door'6f the 
vault had- -been opened, Thomas l36nald 
brought out the voting 'list', holding it up 
acro^a vMde table for Chairman Adaihs and 
Secretaiy.. Poole to clearly read the nkmes. 

EEs-Govemor Coke StevenSon’s nten pro- 
ceeded to o’dt down as many names as they 
could memorize from the 200 names added 
to the list in alphabetical order in identical 
handwriting,' and written with gfeen ink. 
They had jotted down seventeen names When 
the telephone rang. Thom.as Donald folded 
up the list and took the list with him 40 
answer the,, telephone. After talking Very 
briefly in . a.. very low tone With the party 
at the other end, Tiiomas Donald returned 
to Chainnan Adams and Secretary Poole, 
and said to them across the wide table, 
“TliaCs all,” forthwith proceeding to return 
tlie list to the -bank vault, sliutting the bank’s 
vault door and terminating their meeting. 

However, Chairman Adams and Secretary 
Poole had been able to memorize seventeen 
names from the list. Ex-Goyernor Coke 
Stevenson’s representatives ^vere hurriedly 
sent to interview them. Their addresses were 
scattered, but four of the names written 
with green ink and indicated on the list' as 
liaving voted in the August 28, 1948 run-off 
primary election, according to the church 
records, established beyond all question of 
any doubt tliat the addresses of these four 
alleged voters were in cemeteries, these four 
alleged voters having died many years ago. 

Another name written u’ith green ink and 
indicated on the list as haring voted in the 
August 28, 1948 nm-off primary election 
was Hector Serda, who .was located atten'd- 


ing school in Kingsville. Hector Serda denied 
having been in. Alice on the day of the Aug- 
ust 28, 1948 riin-off primary election, thus 
he could not ha\'e voted in the nm-off prim- 
ary election on that day in Alice. Another 
name written with green ink and indicated 
on the list as having voted in the August 
28, 1948 run-off primary election, was a 
yourig housewife named Enriqueta Acers who 
denied having voted, and further stated that 
she was riot qualified to vote. Further in- 
vestigation failed to locate one pei’son, among 
the 200 names appearing on the list written 
with green ink, who admitted having voted 
in the August 28,-1948 nm-off primary elec- 
tion in Precinct No. 13 of Jim Wells County. 

As the evidence of this obvious fraud be- 
came so apparent, Cliairmau Adams coir- 
verted the Ining room in his homo into an 
office. Chairman Adams tentatively decided 
to prepare the papers required to commence 
a mandamus proceeding On tho follouing day 
before Judge Brocter, the resident judge in 
that district. Papers for a second legal pro- 
ceeding were also tentatively prepared, to' be 
kept in readiness for immediate use in the 
event their mandamus application before 
Jiidge Brocter was denied or delayed. Di 
then' second, the Comity Executive Commit- 
tee certified the election returns of sixteen 
voting precincts in Jim M’ells Coimty, omit- 
ting the returns of Precinct No. 13 of Jim 
Wells Comity, the seventeenth vothig prechict 
in Jim Wells Coimty. The elimhiation of the 
.election returns of Precinct No. IS of Jim 
Wells County from election returns of Jim 
Wells Comity gave ex-Governor Coko Stev- 
onsgn a state-wide majority of approximately 
900 votes and the nomination as tho Demo- 
cratic Party’s candidate for XJnitcd States 
Senator in November’s iiatioiMvide election. 

As eacii of these legal proceedings w'ould 
Require the official approval of the new 
County Exccutivo Coimiiittee, Oliairman 
Adf ^ and Se{a*etary PoOle took immediate 
-ster 0 uotify“fho othcri'twciity mctdb'ei^s ot 
fheLJiic\v County 'Executive Oomraittec to 
meet to authorize their contemplated legal 
proceedings. Chairman Adams called for the 
meeting for eleven o’clock on the following 
day and held in the living room of Ids home. 

As they arrived for the meeting on the 
ibllqwkig mOniing, the members of the new 
GOuhty BsJecufivo Committee indicated that 
their offirial approval of the litigation would 
be speedily voted. Chairman Adams had 
prepared all the papers in advance of the 
meeting, and iras about to officially call the 
meeting to order to vote approval for their 
contemplated legal proceedings, when John 
Coiinally brazenly intruded into CJiairman 
Adams homo in tho company of Clarence 
Marten, the former Chairman of the old 
Countj’’ Executive Committee, and tivo deputy 
sheriffs of Jim Wells Comity. 

Tlio two deputy sheriffs immediaiely pro- 
ceeded to hand Cliairmau Adams, e.x-Gov- 
ornor Coke Stoveiisou and all members 
present of the neiv Couiit^i^ Executive Com- 
mittee, copies of an order by Judge Koy 
Archer, issued in tlie 79th District Coimt in 
Austin, enjoiiung any meeting of the new 
Coimty Executive Committee. 

Judge Eoy Archer’s injunction further 
enjoined all persons from any further at- 
tempt to obtain possession of the ballot bo.x 
of Precinct No. 13 of Jim Wells County, 4 o 
cease all efforts in search of fraud and not 
to attempt to make any new' tabulation of 
tho elcctipn results in Jim Wells Coimty. 

Judge 'Koy Archer’s injunction had been 
issued only nil hour or so earlier, upon an 
application for tho injunction that had been 
pastily heard by Judge Koy Archer “in 
chambers” on a;i affida\'it signed personally 
by LBJ, without any other’ evidence. It was 
higldy UTCgular for a Texas District Judge 
to project his court into a controversy 200 
miles outside his jiu’isdiction, completely 
ignoring the resident judge in that district. 

Judge Roy Archer’s injunction was the 
first time ,in Texas hisloiy' tliat a County 
Executive Committee bad been enjoined from 
holding an official meeting, and the first 
time in Texas liistory that an investigation 
' for fraud had been enjoined by an injunction. 


LBJ and Jolm Coffer, liis attorney in the 
proceeding, had been successful in obtaining 
an injunction in a Texas court enjoining a 
duly constituted Coimty Executive Commit- 
tee of the Democratic Party from exere'^iing 
its legal and traditional right to perfom its 
most important function, tabulating re^iults 
of all Democratic Partj^ primarj^ eleeflons. 

LBJ’s politiciil cronies then appeami to 
have overcome all obstacles with excepRou 
of one, the official certification of Demo- 
cratic Party primary election returns by the 
State Democratic Executive Committee, 
which was scheduled to meet for that pur- 
pose ak-noon, on 3IomTay, September 131U 
1948, ill Fort Worth. Wlieii certified by tho 
State Democratic Executive Committee, tho 
list exactly as certified by them was then 
transmitted to the Secretary of State, who 
was charged with the duty of printing (he 
ballots in the State of Texas for the general 
nation-wide election held in November, 
E.x-Goveriior Coke Sfevensou’s force^i pre- 
pared to appear before the State Democratic 
Executive Gommittee in Forth Worth at noon, 
on Monday, September 13th 1948, and ^eek 
to have tho election returns of Precinct No. 
13 of Jim Wells County eliminated from flic 
elcdioii returns of Jim Wells Countj'^, or as 
an alternative, to have the powerful Stale 
Democratic Executive Coininittee exercise its 
legal authority to examine the election re- 
sults of Precinct No. IS of Jim AVells Coimty. 

On the first ballot of the State Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee to implement the 
application by ex-Governor Coke Stevenson 
for an invedigafion of tlic August 38thj 1948 
ruu-off primary election retiirns of I’reeinct 
No. 13 of Jim AVells County, the vote WTis 
evenly dirided, with 28 for tlie investigation 
and 28 against the investigation. A second 
ballot was taken but again with the same 
results, 28 in favor of the investigation and 

28 against the investigation. 

After the second ballot, EBJ, John Coii- 
mallyi -John- Coffer xind Bieir^:taff '\ritIidfJtv 
to another room for consultation, but not 
before having obtained a promise from the 
State Democratic Executive Committee that 
no more ballots would be taken on Predn'et 
No. 13 of Jim AA’ells County until re- 
turned to the room in which they had met. 

LBJ, Jolm Connally, Jolm Coffer and their 
staff did not rcfiirn to the room uutirshortly 
after foiu’ o’clock in the afternoon, when 
they brought back with them to the meet ing 
Committeeman C. C. Gibson whom they had 
flown in from Amarillo, Texas. On tho next 
ballot taken by the State Democratic Exccu- 
tivo Committee on Precinct No. 43 of Jim 
AA’ells County, Committeeman C. G. Gibson 
cast the deciding vote in favor of LBJ, with 

29 votes against the investigation and 28 
votes in favor of the investigation of the 
election returns of Precinct No, 13 of Jim 
AA’ells Coimty. The State Democratic Execu- 
tive Committee then hastened to adjourn. 

Texas Secretary of State Paul Brown was 
charged with the duty of printing the official 
ballots for the general election in November 
and getting them into the hands of the Elec- 
tion Boards in each of tho 254 Texas coun- 
ties ill time for absentee voting, which in 
Texas commenced twenty days before the 
November 1948 nation-wide general election. 

As the legal deadline for printing the 
ballots was close at hand, Secretary of State 
Paul Brown immediately forwarded to the 
printer by registered mail, the certified list 
of nominees received by him from the Slate 
Democratic Executive Committee. 

Notivithstamling that LBJ*s name was 
officially ordered to appear on the ballot 
for the general election in November, as tlio 
nominee of the Democratic Party for L'nited 
' States Senator, ex-Govcrnor Coke Stevenson 
decided to immediately apply to the Federal 
Coiu’ts for permission to e.xamiiie the prim- 
ary election returns of Precinct No. 13 of 
Jim AAVlIs Coimty. Ex-Govcfnor Coke Stev- 
enson was joined by Chairman Adams and 
Secretary Poole in the prompt preparation 
of the papers to be iimuedialely submitted in 
Dallas to Federal District Court Judge T. 
AA’IiilficId Davidson, seeking tliat permission.

JUSTICE GOLDBERG’S LABOR REUTIONS RECORD SPEAKS FOR ITSELF 


Arthur J. Goldberg is, the former Secre- 
tary of Labor, whose appointment to the 
United States Supreme Court, in our opinion, 
was well planned, which will be evidenced 
by the information regai-ding his past. 

Ilio l*ratraTlt'cdi|lon and XaFor WiM- 
atioa set up in 1932 at the instigation of the 
late Sidney BSllman (an identified commu- 
nist),^ whose membership was composed of 
Mandan and Fabian Socialists, for the pur- 
pose of giving prestige of the church move- 
ment to the labor organizing hierarchy. 

The foundation's lettei*-hcad canied about 
50 names of IVfar.vists, Socialists and Com- 
munists. It was forty-five members of tliis 
movement who signed a letter addressed to 
the late Pranklui D. Eoosevelt (at his in- 
vitation) in November 1935, urging him 
(according to the N. Y. Herald Ti'ibune) 
socialize the couiitiy's resources, na- 
tionalize its basic indnstrics, and build an 
inclusive imion movement." 

According to the Federal Bmeau of In- 
vestigation and the Honse Committee on 
Un-American Activities, the NKLF was “one 
of the most vicious communist organizations 
ever set up in this coimtry." 

The NKLF won considerable notoriety -by 
publishing on the cover of its official organ, 
“Economic Justice," Nov. 1932, a "wanted" 
circular which pictured Christ as an escaped 
oriminal and implied by its text that every 
oounnnnist a^fator was akin to Jesxis Christ. 
It read: 

‘TJoward for information leading to 
the apprehension of Jesns Christ, who

All members of the National Committee of 
the National Keligion and Labor Foundation 
have pro-communist records, some as many 
as 90 comratuiist-front citations.

Arthur *J. Goldberg, member of a group 
whose executive head is an identified com- 
munist; member, Congress of Kacial Equal- 
ity (CORE),; member; Fmul for the Republic; 
was general counsel for the AFL-CIO; acted 
as counsel 'for the UAW. 

Goldberg is identified in the ADL Bulletin, 
Jan. I961,ipage 8, as a member of the Wash- 
ington, ’D.'C., Board of Directors of ’the Anfi- 
DefUniation 'League of B'nai B’ritli (Jewish 
FBI). Appendix 9 of the Special Committee 
on Un-American Activities, 1944, identifies 
Jiim.as 'President of the Chicago Chapter of 
the Nationdl 'Lawyers Guild at the time he 
sponsored the Chicago Conferonoe on Race 
Rations, -July 22, 1939, a cited 'Communist- 
front opptration. 

The Nationdl Lawyers Guild has been re- 
peatedly 'cited not only as a Communist- 
front, but as the legal arm in the United 
States of the Communist Pm-fy. And 'Gold- 
berg was president of its top chapter outside 
of New York (page 610)! 

Goldberg w*as also a sponsor of the Wash- 
ington, D.’C., Conference on Co^istitufioual 
Liberties 'hi 'America, June 7-9, 1940, a cited 
Communist-front eiiferprisc which launched 
the Natloim! Federation for Constitutional 
Liberties. At the lime of the holding of tliis 
Conference, ’the Communist Party w*as work- 
ing under 'tlie line determined by the Stalin- 
Hiiler pact (page '651). He w'as a .sponsor

The now Justice of Uie Supreme Court, 
Arthur J. Goldfceig was a member of the 
board^ of directors of tlie Fund for tho Re- 
public as late as January 1961 and of the 
Gamete Endowment for International Peace 
in 1960. There is a wealth of material on the 
subversive natui’e of both organizations. 
Alger Hiss was pi'esidenfc of the latter organ- 
ization. 

Goldberg has been the general coimsel for 
the AFL-CIO, United Steel- Workers of Am- 
erica, the ELGWU (Dave Dubinsky's union)', 
the Textile Workers Union, the Transport 
Workers Union (Miko Quill), the American 
Newspaper Guild and others. 

It was Mr. Goldberg who suggested and 
secured the appointment of at least four high 
union officials to top posts in the Department 
of Labor. Back in 1949 he had been the 
strategist behind the nation’s longest and 
costliest st^l strike, which -lasted ‘116'*days.' 
And earlier in the forties he had been the 
chief of the division of the thoroughly com- 
munized Office of Strategic Services (OSS) 
which organized the labor underground act- 
ivities behind enemy lines. Jacob S. Potofsky 
2^, of the CIO, a long-time Communist- 
fronter, had originally urged that Goldberg 
be hired as general counsel of the CIO.

COjVIIHUNIST BACKGROUND OF NKLF 
As for those readers who entertain any 
'doubt about the communist backgx’ound nf 
the National Keligion and Labor Fomidation, 
We quote a paragraph from Robert Whit- 
aker’s article which appeared in the same 
issue of Economic Justice which featured 
the cartoon of Christ as a hunted criminal. 
The author, considered leader of Los Angeles 
communists, is also a regular committee- 
man of the NRLF, and a regular correspon- 
dent of the Bulletin.

Millions of people today are referring to 
the United States as a "demoa’acy.” 

Let's consider the historical background 
of the word. "Democracy” originated in 
Ancient Greece, where it meant rule by the 
people dii’ect — not tiirough elected repre- 
sentatives. This M'as easily carried out uith 
small city-state governments where the 
people could assemble at certain times in 
mass cohgregaObns ahd determine' omgeneral 
policy and action. 

Aristotle referred to a democracy as "mob 
rule.” 

Under Grecian "democracy” Pericles re- 
stricted citizenship rigorously to the sons 
of Athenian fathers and excluded the slaves 
and aliens who were more niunerous than 
the free population. Thus Grecian "dem- 
ocracy” was a highly exclusive foirn of gov- 
ernment-direct rule by the chosen few 
designated as "citizens,” who congregated 
and made the laws. 

Thus democracy in the form in which it 
originated is impossible except in a small 
community wliere mass meetings can be held, 
or in a dictatorship where the ruling body 
makes the la^'s directly, as in the Soviet 
Union. 

'Our Constitution of the United States 
clearly defines our government as a "Re- 
public.” It guarantees to the people of the 
several States a "republican foim of govern- 
ment.” Nowhere does it mention "dem- 
ocracy.” James Madison, in tlie Federalist 
(Letter No. 10), states: “Hence it is that 
such democi’acies have ever been spectacles 
of such turbulence and contention; have ever 
been .found Incompatible vrith personal se- 
curity, or the rights of property; and have, 
in general, been as short in their lives as 
they havG-been violent in their deaths. 
--Theoretic- politidansr<^ho-have patronized- 
this species of government, have eiToneousiy 
supposed that in reducing mankind to a 
perfect equality in then' political rights, they 
would, at the same time, be perfectly equal- 
ized and assimilated in their possessions, 
their opinions, and their passions.” Thus 
Madison exposed the dangers emd weakness 
of democracy as loaded with the passions 
of class and race consciousness and agitation. 
Democracy, as Madison stated, has the 
characteristics of socialism and the philos- 
ophy of "equalization.” 

“A Republic,” Madison continued, "by 
which I mean a government in which the 
sclieme of representation takes place, opens 
a different prospect, and promises the cure 
which we are seeking. Let us examine the 
points on ivhich it varies from pure dem- 
oci’acy, and we shall comprehend both the 
nature of the cure and the efficacy which 
it must derive from tlie imion .... The 
great points of difference between a dem- 
ocracy and a i^piiblic are, first, the delega- 
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"We caimot expect tlie Americans to 
Juiqp from Capitalism to Oommimism, 
but we can assist their elected leaders 
in giving Americajis small doses of 
Socialism,, imfil they suddenly aivaUo 
to find they have Conminnism.”

tion of the government in the latter to a 
small number of citizens emphasized by the 
rest; secondly, the greater number of citizens 
and the sphere of the countiy over which tlie 
iatter may be extended.” 

Tliereforo, in tlie United States, altliough 
the Congress makes our laws as the legis- 
lative body, this congress is elected as the 
duly representative body of the people who 
only lend their sovereign right to these leg- 
islators. 

In Russia, which is a true ‘'democracy,” 
the people are ruled by a body which repre- 
sents the comniimlsfs, who .are in fact a 
minority party in the Soviet and not freely 
elected by sea*et ballot as in a Republic. 

Alexander Hamilton, Secretary of (he 
Ti'easury under George Wasliington, made 
the statement: "We are a Republican Gov- 
ernment. Real liberty is never found in des- 
potism or in the extremes of Democracy.” 
In 1891 the United States Court ruled: 
"The distinguishing feature of a republican 
foi-m (of government) is IJie right of the 
people to choose their qwm officers of gQ\ ern- 
mental administration,' and pass their own 
laws in virtue of the legislative power re- 
posed in representative bodies, whose legis- 
lative acts may be said to be those of the 
people tliemselves; but while the people are 
thus tlie source of the political power, their 
governments, National and State, have been 
limited by written constitutions, and they 
have themselves thereby set bounds to their 
power, as against -tlie sudden impulses of 
mere majorites.” Tiius the highest coiwt of 
the land lias couched in easily understand- 
able terms a definition of our REPUBLICAN 
fonn of government. 

Chief Justice John I^Iarshall, an illusUious 
statesman, stated tiiat: . . between a 

balanced republic and a democracy, the dif- 
ference is like that betiveen order and cimos.” 
Samuel Adams wai’ncd: "Remember, De- 
mocracy never lasts long. It soon wastes, ex- 
hausts.and.'murdei’s Itself! TJiere never was 
a democracy tliat did not commit suicide.” 
George Bernard Shaw, the British play- 
wright, veteran socialist and pro-Soviet 
said: "Used by persons with practical admin- 
istrative experience, it (democracy) means 
government of llie people, for the people, but 
most decidedly not BY the people.” " 
William .Gallacher, Communist and Mem- 
ber of Parliament in Britain, said: "The 
highest fonn of democracy is that found in 
the trade unions and cooperatives, and now 
expressing itself in the Soviet Union and the, 
countries of planned socialist economy.” 
Benjamin Franklin warned that wo Tiave 
a "Republic — if we can keep it.” 

The brightness of the American ch-eani has 
been tarnished by a tendency towards social- 
ism and false security, by a gradual encroach- 
ment upon state and individual j ights 
through federal government bureauciacies. 
A Republic places limitations and re.stiajnts 
on the federal government. If the people be- 
come indifferent and allow the administra- 
tors to usurp their rights under tlie Consti- 
tution, under the guise of "democracy,'’ our 
Republic, with the sovereign riglit vestcti in 
the people, will have been destroyed. 

God Bless our Republic — The rnited 
States of America!

religion, morals and ethics before lay or- 
ganizations within their churches; provide 
an effective voice throughout the nation, in 
matters of laws, policies and penal reforms 
governing adult sexual behavioi-. 

“The testimony in the Mattachine hear- 
ings disclosed the society is secret, the 
organized homosexuals seek to legalize 
maniages between man and boy, woman 
and girl and abnormal sex relationslnps, 

Mrs. Chandler said. 

“The outlawed perverts and new breed 
of political liberals are advocating New 
Fi'ontier' sexual law changes in Galilonna, 
Massachusetts and New York,” she c^tm- 
ued “New .York Stale Supreme Court . 
Justice Samuel H. Hofstader warned: 
'Changing the law on homosexuality would 
amount to legitimatizing an abomination. 

“California State Supreme Justice Stan- 
ley Mosk has reportedly gone on record as 
favoring legalized homo.sexuahty, Mrs. 
Chandler said. She then cited the subver- 
sive educational program being couducted 
by homosexuals in California churches. 
“JExcfivpts.of an address given by a Bihtia 

i^sbiamat a'religiouoXonfercncG,,^mnsored 

by ifie Glide'FoUhdatioir of' Han Francisco, 
are quoted: 'The orthodox god (sic) of 
orthodox religion is a flat . , . unmitigated 
failure ... the old precepts and concepts 
of Biblical references such as the one oi 
Sodom and Gomorrah are used to sub- 
stantiate the sin of horaosexuali^. as being 
anti-Biblical, anti-church and anti-Ghnstian 
the Ten Commandments are valid so 
long as human experience remains tho 
same, but norms devised centkirie.s ago aro 
now inadequate when confronted with the 
' present problems of sexuality today . . - 
' the changing standard of mental health . . , 
■'defehders'^ civil rights meet with resent- 
ment , . . eveiy religious expre.ssion is open 
to critical examination . . . the word (sic) 
of God is not stagnant, final nor cemented 
. . . civilization is changing . . . religion must 
change, too, or perish!’ ” 

“That anti-God lesbian address was 
given at the Western Regional Study Con- 
ference on the Young Adult at the Glide 
Memorial Methodist Church in San Fran- 
cisco. The homosexuals and corammiKtic 
liberals also have formed Leagu^ for Sex- 
ual Freedom as part of a civil nghts attack 
on Christianity’s moral codes. 

“Other talks were given by Disciples of 
Sodomy, outcast by God, who are now a 
power in Califoinia and Federal govern- 
ment as has been evidenced also m tho 
White House,” Mrs. Chandler said. 

W. E. Mohler, Jr.,' a Los Aiigele.s attor- 
ney. espoused homosexuality in his talk at 
, the Mattachine Society’s Eleventh Aninial 
Convention recently in San Francisco. Tho 
. Rev. Canon Robert Cromey, rector of bt. 

I Aden's Episcopal Church, spoke on moral 
and religious aspects of privacy. He was 
reported as stating; “H homosexual com- 
mitment is capable of engendenng and 
deepening love, then the church cannot 
. aiitomaUcally say homosexuality is sinful. 

It was reported to the Methodist Church 
Conference that Robert Kennedy, whilo 
U S. Attorney General, had appointed an 
official to study police practices and to hear 
complaints by the civil defenders of homo- 
sexuals, as a new adjunct activity of tlio 
Department of Jastice. This new federal 
policy protective of perverts was not told 

to the public. ^ o «

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' *The homosexual conference was further 
told that the U. S. Supreme Court had re- 
yersed traditional American long-standing 
decisions against mailing of pervert and 
pornographic magazines and has indicated 
future rulings which will legalize sodomy 
and homosexuality now prohibited by law, 
as criminal,” Mrs. Chandler said. 

**The Daughters of Bilitis announced 
lesbian scholarships are being awarded at 
universities. Also, a questionrtaii’e on public 
acceptance of homosexuality was distri- 
buted nationwide to homosexuals, Com- 
munist^ronters, -so-called modei*ates and 
liberals,” Mrs. Chandler disclosed. 

'‘The Bilitis bulletin said Dr. Richard 
Green of the Neuro psychiatric Institute, 
University of California Center for Social 
Sciences in Los Angeles, is compiling the 
questionnaii’es for a favorable report on 
homosexuality, 

“Such reports and similar so-called sex- 
ual studies go to state legislatures and to 
members of Congress to promote the eradi- 
cation of sexual laws. The Dowdy hearings 
disclosed that Illinois became the first state 
an the nation to eliminate sexual laws 
against homosexuals tlirough such deceptive 
.and misleading reports. 

“Professor Charles Bowman of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, according to the Illinois 
State Bar Association, was chairman of the 
committee charged with the responsibility 
of redrafting the Criminal Code, which 
eliminated the section on sexual offenses. 
In effect, it legalizes homosexuality and 
acts of sodomy,” Mx’S. Chandler said. She 
warned that legislation has been drafted to 
legalize homosexuality in California. 

The Kennedy-Johnson Administration 
policy regarding homosexuality in govern- 
ment, Mrs. Chandler said, is deplorable and 
should be the concern of all moral persons 
and Christians. 

“The power of this criminal and com- 
munist-pervert-outlawed element in both 
-Jtl?-e_5yhlt.e House and federal agencies, and 
backed by pseudo-Americans posing as 
liberals and moderates in both the Demo- 
cratic and Republican parties is shameful 
and pernicious,” Mi*s. Chandler said. 

She 'pointed to the White House protec- 
tiveness of Walter Jenkins, the Assistant to 
the President, who was arrested in the 
criminal act of sodomy. 

“Jenkins is not allowed to testify before 
a Congressional committee on his subver- 
sive links with Bobby Baker, another 
protege of President Johnson, charged 
with government corruption and sexual 
perversion activities with Jenkins involv- 
ing members of Congress and foreign 
embassies. 

“Tyranny and totalitarian despotic meth- 
ods are being used to cover up government 
perversion and communism,” Mrs. Chand- 
ler said. “This started in the Roosevelt 
regime when Sumner Welles was forced to 
resign as Undersecretary of State after be- 
ing caught in a homosexual act.

gressional investigation in 1960 disclosed 
that hundreds of subversive perverts and 
Communists were in the Department of 
State and in other federal agencies, in- 
cluding the White House.

For 14 years 
that testimony and evidence of subversion 
has been withheld from the American 
public. 

“Since then, paganism has been espoused 
by federal agencies with impunity, under 
the guise of human! tarianism. It is des- 
troying the Christian principles of Ameri- 
ca’s founding, as well as the moral codes 
and the very Constitution underlying the 
creation of this Republic,” Mrs. Chandler 
said. 

She said that neither wire news services 
nor the newspapers reported the shocking 
and startling, disclosures of the’ testimony 
in the Dowdy homosexual Mattachine heaiv 
ings or in tliose revealing the strongly com- 
munistic and homosexual programs of the 
Pacifica Foundation through its entrenched 
network of stations. 


Immorabty In High Places 

SEEUO PERSECUTED FOR EXPOSING 
“ORGANIZED HOMOSEXUAL POWER IN 
GOVERNflIENT AND JUDICIARY” 

A fatheris unceasing six-year fight to “ 
safeguard his daughter and sen from homo- 
sexuality was renewed in a “Christmas 
letter” to a Los Angeles County Superior 
Court Judge, calling for open public hearings 
on the “organized homosexual power in 
government and the judiciary.” 

Frederick Seelig, former California news- 
man, in a letter to Judge J. Eugene Breigh- 
tenbach, stated : 
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“As this Christian sacred Christmas 
nears, my daughter and son, Sandra and 
Edward Seelig, are still condemned to a 
life of perversion by the criminality of a; 
court order you signed giving their custody 
to proven homosexuals who are outlawed 
by God in the Bible as abominable crea- 
tures. 

“Threats were made unless I was silent 
on the peniicious organized homosexual 
political power in government and the judi- 
ciary — county, state and federal — I would 
be imprisoned without trial or conviction 
of any offense and I would never see my 
daughter and son again. All threats were 
made a reality. My daughter and son, by 
court order, were made sacrificial victims. 
This is the sixth Christmas 1 am denied the 
right -to ^ee iliem or know their where- 
abouts. 

“For more than six years perversion cor- 
ruption charges have pended against Los 
Angeles County Superior Courts and county 
agencies. The evidence and charges have 
been met with a cowardice of silence for 
elapsed time to cover up the criminality. 
Perverted social service workers and offi- 
cials claim there are no laws against cus- 
tody and adoptions of children by homo- 
sexuals for rearing in perversion. This is 
in line with the organized homosexual 
objective to desti’oy sexual laws and moral 
codes under questionable liberalism in 
social equality for all minorities, 

“The right of redress of grievances, 
guaranteed by the 1st Amendment of the 
United States Constitution, has been' vio- 
lated for six years and the perversion 
corruption continues. If you believe in the 
laws of God and society's moral codes pro- 
tective of children, you will comply with 
statutes authorizing investigation by order- 
ing open public hearings.” 

Records disclose that Seelig numerous 
times submitted evidence and petitions for 
hearings to both the county and federal 
grand juries, the Los Angeles County- 
Board of Supeiwisors and to Gov. Edmund 
Brown on homosexual corruption-influence. 
There is no record of any hearings given 
to the charges or evidence. 

Seelig charged homosexuals are secretly 
organized in subversive activities to under- 
mine moral codes, destroy sexual laws, 
recruiting youth in schools into homosex- 
uality; operate illegal syndicates of bars 
statewide and nationwide, use pervert 
“slush funds” in state and national elec- 
tions, both GOP and Democrats who follow 
questionable liberal humanitarian alien 
ideologies; that thousands of homosexuals 
ore on state and federal payrolls which is 
prohibited by law, and he charged their, 
pernicious influence in Congress and the 
"White House has made them a “govern- 
ment within a government” endangering 
the internal security of the United States. 

Evidence has been surfaced that John F. 
Kennedy in raid-1960, while a senator with 
aspirations for the presidency, became con- 
cerned about Seelig’s evidence and docu- 
ments, which could cause a pre-election 
nationwide scandal.

Gov. BroTTii and Atty. Gen. Stanley Mosk, 
now a state Supreme Court justice, to 
homosexual funds used in their 1958 elec- 
tion campaigns. 

Seelig was denied hearings. In late 1960, 
a U. S. mai-shal arrested Seelig in New 
Mexico on a charge of mailing alleged 
libelous matter and he was sped to Texas. 
After the Keiinedys took office in January, 
1961, a charge of alleged insanity 'was sub- 
stituted to prevent the libel ti-ial and what 
it would disclose. 

The Justice Department, under Robert 
Kennedy, confiscated Seelig’s property, evi- 
dence files and material — an illegal 
seizure. After a federal medical board 
•found Seelig sane,_ records show he was 
removed from Texas to Los Xngeles, sup- 
posedly for a libel trial — in violation of the. 
Constitution, and he was again charged 
.with alleged insanity. Instead of federal 
doctoi's exaniining him a second time, the 
Justice Department hired the chief psy- 
chiatrist for the Los Angeles County Super- 
ior Coui*ts re the perversion charges 
involving homosexual influence and corrup- 
tion pending against them for six years. 
The lives and future of two children are 
at stake. 

The county chief psychiatrist testified 
Seelig had been '‘legally insane for at least 
five years" which by law would prevent 
Seelig from ever testifying what occurred 
in that period. Since then Seelig has un- 
covered a criminal background on toe 
.psychiatrist which has also been denied 
hearings. 

For nearly two years Seelig was im- 
prisoned in a federal penitentiaiy. He 
carried his own case to the U. S. Supreme 
Court and won it in mid-1962. Records 
show he was not freed,^ until four months 
later when the Justice Depariment di’opped 
the libel charges and refused to allow hear- 
ings on the illegality of the imprisonment 
or the con*uption in it. Seelig charges he 
■was subjected to prison toriure and federal 
agencies acted in collusion with California 
state agencies to speed custody of his 
children to homosexuals before hia prison 
release. , 

In 1963, two Congressional hearings on 
toe Pacifica Foundation radio network and 
on the Mattachine Society of homosexuals 
substantiated his charges and confiscated 
files that homosexuals aligned with Conr- 
munists dominate the network; that thou- 
sands of homosexuals are illegally on fed- 
eral payrolls and they seek to destroy the 
nation’s sexual laws; that they were 
secretly organized nationwide until March, 
1961, when disbanded into state segments. 
Two months previously the Justice Depar^ 
ment illegally seized Seelig’s files on this 
homosexual secret, subversive society 
whose members are on federal payrolls in 
all agencies. 

In 1964, Seelig petitioned Congress for 
hearings and investigation on the criminal- 
ity and coiTuption of the Justice Depart- 
ment and federal courts under Robert 
Kennedy on his imprisonment. 

White House pressure protective of 
homosexuals, Seelig believes, has pre- 
vented hearings on his petition. Recently, 
a White House homosexual, Walter Jen- 
kins, was aiTested after being caught in 
an act of sodomy. Bobby Baker, another 
Wilts House protege linked with Jenkin’s 
perversion activities, has been charged 
with government comiption. The sympa- 
thetic and paternal attitude in both cases 
by toe White House is strange and ques- 
tionable. 

“The influence and pow^er of homosex- 
uals illegally in government was exempli- 
fied in 1950 when testimony on homosex- 
uals and Communists on federal payrolls 
were endangering the security of the 
United States, was classified as secret by a 
White House Executive Order," Seelig 
said. “For 14 years the public has been 
denied the right to know that testimony, 
Sumner Wells, under-secretary of state, 
resigned 'for reasons of ill health’ when 
caught in an act of homosexuality. He had 
entrenched hundreds of peiwerts in the 
State Department. 

“The American Civil Liberties Union, 
notorious for its defense of Communists 
and homosexuals, presently has cases be- 
fore tlte U. S. Supreme Court to legalize 
homosexuality and sodomy on claim the 
sexual laws are unconstitutional because 
they discriminate against a minority under 
the 1st Amendment and the civil rights 



legislation which calls for 'social equality 
for all minorities.* '* 

Meanwhile, Seelig is continuing his fight 
to break the California custody order which 
gave his daughter and son to homose.xuals. 

In 1957, he filed for a divorce from a 
wife who revealed herself as a lesbian and 
“married" a lesbian. It was then he 
learned the power of secretly organized 
nationwide homosexuals aligned with sub- 
versives posing as “liberals" and “moder- 
ates" in their political affiliations, influence 
in social service, government agencies and 
the power they have in federal agencies. 

Seelig says his two children were held 
like hostages by Los Angeles County Pro- 
bation department social service workers 
and the Juvenile Court; that criminal 
homosexual evidence was suppressed by 
the court protective of the perverts. The 
basic issues are two small children. Both 
state and federal agencies covered up toe 
criminality of Komos'extmnilfluen'ce- and it 
now implicates the White House. 

“DESTROY THE ACCUSER,** a book on 
the Seelig case and government perversion, 
is being published. The disclosures in it 
are said to be shocking. All state, federal 
officials and judges involved in the case 
are named.

OTATBi DEPABIMENX SUBVERSION

We are witnessing an ei*a of moral decay 
and the loss of a sense of values on the 
part of some of our people. The inter- 
national Communist Conspiracy advocates 
and promotes the “softening up process" 
which is designed to weaken toe will to 
resist. The Supreme Court and many lower 
courts have decided in favor of what we 
used to know as downright filthy por- 
nography.

Two defectors to the Soviet Union are 
typical examples. Bernon F. Mitchell was 
a homosexual who posed for nude photos 
and had abnormal relations. William H. 
Martin was filendly witit known Communists 
and was sexually abnoimal. This was ksiown 
to many people for yeai’s, yet both were 
allo^ved to work for our top secret National 
Seciu'ity Agency until tliey defected. 

Investigations have disclosed that there 
•have been “call girls" used regularly by the 
State Department. In fact parties have been 
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held right in the offices of the State Depart- 
ment A Call Girl Ring has been operating 
in the corridors of the atheistic United 
Nations. 

So rotten is the sense of moral values 
that a group in toe State Department 
headed by Harlan Cleveland is actually 
trying to get Alger Hiss back into govern- 
ment service. This and other shocking 
activities of the “boys" in the State Depart- 
ment in getting security risks into the State 
Department are being investigated by the 
Senate Internal Security Sub-ConiniiUee, 

In the Soviet Union intelligence agents 
are given special courses in how to use sex 
as a weapon in the involvement of men, 
women and homosexuals so that pressures 
can be brought to bear on them. Many a 
person in^a legislative body has voted 
against the dictates of his coiisciehce’ due 
to diabolical pressures. .

Not long ago authorities in Essex County, 
N. J. conducted a raid on a private j;esi- 
dence. In the raiding party were federal 
agents. The raid was conducted properly 
and legally. Found on toe premises were 
huge quantities of photographs of males 
and females in niide degenerate sex poses, 
as well as lettei*s, writings, etc. The inves- 
tigation disclosed a sex club with members 
in many states, even in foreign countries. 
The members paiUcipated in every type of 
perversion. Among photos seized was one 
of a large crucifix showing a nude male in 
a position as if performing a degenerate 
, sex act on the person of Christ. Com- 
munistic writings were also found. 

In New Orleans Hubert Badeaux, for- 
merly of the New Orleans Police Depart- 
ment Intelligence Unit, spent two years 
uncovering a huge ring consisting of Ihe 
inner circle of a chain of nudist clubs. 
Which promoted “wife-swapping" and 
homosexual activities. Because of the many 
important people involved, he was forced 
out of his job, but continued the investiga- 
tion until the rin'g was e.xpo.sed and legal 
action taken. 

Under the "guise of friendship clubs or 
“lonely hearts" columns, advertisements 
are placed by' sex clubs, individuah or 
couples indicating their interests. Xew's- 
papers accepting such advertisements are 
Confidential Flash of Toronto, National 
Insider of Chicago, Justice Weekly oi Tor- 
onto and others with national circvlalion 
in the United States. Many magaziuv^ also 
accept these advertisements. 

The “clubs" accept listings accoremg to 
tyi)© of sex activity or interest iiKUeated, 
and lists of names are supplied to mtnibers 
or letters exchanged or forwarded. Ptople 
exchange letters outlining their iiiUiests 
through these “clubs," photograph- with 
the second letter, and then a meeting is 
arranged. Once a personal contact has 
been made, the novice is on the \ ay to 
becoming an addition to the many thou- 
sands of unfortunate people being jrawn 
into the cesspool of degradation. Among 
many of these people nudism is p.o diced 
indooi^ and photographs aiv u^uall: taken 
during their activities. Preying or. jonely 
people, bored married couples, v.ith 
latent abnormal tendencjes, the circle 
grows.

The 141-raember Alabama le^slature

That President Wilson was completely 
Zionist controlled could easily be established 
by Mr. Wehistein if he would lake the time 
to read the biography of Jacob Schiff, 
President of Kuhn, Loeb and Company; or 
were he to read the publisJied papers of Col. 
Maiidell House, personal advisor to Presi- 
dent Wilson; additional information can be 
obtained from tlie biography of Justice 
William Brandeis. It would ^em from tlie 
above evidence that the Use of the wal’d 
“Democracy” was intentionally inti’oduced 
into our lexicon for the exact usage and 
connotation it now has “ — the Dictatorship 
of the Proletariat.” 

Mr. Weinstein, if he has studied Jewish 
history, must be acutely awai'e that the 
United States is the only nation in history

thirds of the world’s Jewish population lived 
in the United States. 

At that time Dr. Roth was conridered to 
be the foremost authority on questions re- 
lating to World JewiT. He had been in the 
offices of the British Information Service 
in New York City diu*ing and for some time 
after World Wai* n. He was responsible for 
and directed Palestine policy. He had avail- 
able in his possession the authentic popu- 
lation statistics of World Jewry. At no time 
did Dr. Roth dispute the figures published 
on Febniary 22, 1948, by the Jewish o^vned 
New York Times, which in 1947 had taken 
a census of the total number of Jews in tlie 
world. In the Times of the above dale there 
were published figures taken from their 
1947 census which indicated a maximum 
total of 19,200,000 Jews in the world as of 
1947. Taking Roth’s estimate of two thirds 
of these people living in the United States, 
we find that over 12,000,000 Jews now live 
in the former Land of the Free. In 1940 
there were approximately 4,000,000,

The foimding in Rome, Italy, October, 
3.964 of the Catholic-Jevvish Research Center 
within the International Univereity for 
Social Studies Pro Deo must have given 
reason for alam to the entire Christian 
world and to other religious groups whose 
religion is based on Universal values and not 
“nationality.” 

To those who are deeply inlei-esled in the 
final accomplishments of the Ecumenical 
Council whose last sessions will be held in 
September of this year, the mentioned 
Center has a special significance because 
among the groups responsible for its insti- 
tution are the same Zionist oriented Jews 
whose news media were almost successful 
in exploiting the visit of Pope Paul VI to the 
Holy Land. 

Ralph Friedman, committee executive 
boai'd chainnan, representing the American 
Jewisli Committee, stated that the “Center 
will help cari-y out . . the growing impulse 
to eliminate the religious roots of bias and 

prejudice The Center has been 

ietertablished in Rome for the purpose of an- 
jalyzing and combating the wots of prejudice 
in worldwide religious teachings.” 

It might be pointed out here that while 
the Catholic-Jewish Research Center is 
interested in tire study of religious prejudice 
of all kinds, it is particularly concerned with 
*..i^>-dJie^prejud]ces against the Je\^ (anti-Semit- 
ism); it further has the avowed'^ piupose to 
“implement Ecumenical Council Vatican H 
initial approval of a declaration repudiating 
the Deicide charge against tlie Jews.” 

Since the time of the convoking of the 
Ecumenical Council by Pope John XXIII it 
should be noted that the city of Rome was 
host to several national Jewish political 
organizations whose mission was to prevail 
upon Cai'dinal Augustine Bea, President of 
the Secretariat for the Promotion of Chris- 
tian Unity, to introduce as part of the 
Coimcil’s agenda a statement aimed at con- 
jdemning anti-Semitism based on the Jews' 
role in the Crucifixion. One can wonder at 
the ease in which a political faction of the 
world JewTy has succeeded in introducing 
the problem of “anti-Semitism” and the 
charge of the culpability of the Jews for tiie 
conviction and death of Christ as part of 
the agenda for discussion within the Ecu- 
menical Council. 

Fortunately tlie success was a short-lived 
one for tiiese Zionist oriented Jews who at 
all costs were determined ■ to introduce a 
highly conti’oversial question wholly unre- 
lated to tile aims of the Ecumenical Council. 

' Then.* effoits were not fmitCul since no 
Council statement on Jews was formally 
declared at the closing of the third session 
■of the Council. 

However the regrettable uproar exped- 
enced at the third session of the Council 
must have been dismaying to tlie entire 
Christian world that was greatly concerned 
with the Council’s efforts in behalf of Chris- 
tian unity. Reports from the Far East l.iave 
infonned us that “scars were left in wake 
of uproar over tiie Couneil's slalemcnt on 
J'ews.” 

Wliat brought forth this turmoil witliin 
the Ecumenical Council? Tlie N. C. News 
Service states as follows: “The uproar in 
Syria by the Jewish relations has now died 
down. But it has left deep scars, and in the 
course of several iveeks managed to spoil 
tlie Ecumenical atmosphere that has been 
yeats in the making The very in- 

clusion in the text of favorable reference to 



Jewish religion was bound to unleasli a 
violent reaction not only on the part of tlio 
Ai'ab goyernment and Moslems, but also by 
Arab Christians, Catholic as well as Ortho- 
dox. . . . V . The most violent reactions 
occurred in Jordan, where for a time it 
appeared that the Catholics might leave the 
CJiurch.” 

It w'ould be well to recall at, this time 
that the Council Fathers during the meetings 
of the second session of the Council deemed 
tit wise to remove from the Alli Schema tiie 
vexing problems on anti-Semitism and the 
Deicide charge. These Council Fathers did 
foresee that the introduction of the men- 
tioned problems ivould have bi‘oughfc to 
nought the intended visit of Pope Paul VI 
to the Holy Land. Because of this timely 
pruning of the inopportune insertion of the 
question on anti-Semitism the visit of Pope 
Paul became a fruitful one and closed it as 
well from the attempts of Jewish political 
organizations for exploitation. 

However shortly following the return of 
Pope Paul from the Holy Land the same 
Jewish political groups, fearing tiie results 
of tlie Coimcil’s efforts for Ciiristian unity, 
again renewed tiieii* efforts a hundred fold 
during the few months preceding the third 
session to bilng again the question of anti- 
Semitism into the agenda of the Council. 
The leadere of these organizations— World 
Jewish Congress, American Jewish Commit- 
tee, tiie Anti-Defamation League of B’nai 
B’rith — \vei’e well aware that the introduc- 
tion of the question on anti-Semitism and the 
charge of Deicide for discussion within tiio 
Council would lead to a rift among tlie Coun- 
cil Fathers as many of them represented 
Christian Cliurches in the Orient. These 
Council Fathers are sanguine in their dec- 
larations, and rightly so, tliat anti-Semitism 
experienced in the Far East does not stem 
pex^ se ti'om religious prejudices but owes its 
origin to the i\’orld Jewish Zionism tliat 
identifies religion with “nationality.” They 
m’e adamant in stating that anti-Semitism 
is a by-product of Zionism. Ai*e these Coun- 
cil Fathers to forget that Zionism was re- 
sponsible for “fathering the State of Israel”? 
Are they not aware tliat a million or more 
Christian and non-Christian Arabs have

been dispossessed of all their belongings and 
expelled" to live in the Desert of Jotidau? 

To political bodies nothing is saci’ed and 
any means may be employed to achieve their 
ends. These many Zionist oriented political 
organizations, supporters of world Zic»'nism, 
felt that the Ecumenical Council wo'^ the 
highest 'body within the Christian Court 
to ^consider their case on anti-Semiti.'m.- It 
seems that the Council must have beeri 
especially convoked lor the discussion ihe 
problems and mistakes brought into the 
world by Zionism. These political Jewish or- 
ganizations felt sure of themselves at this 
time and did not hesitate to init Christianity 
on the defensive in their attempts tc have

. “Should I keep back my opinion at such 
a time, tlirou^ fear of giving offense, I 
should consider myself as guilty of treason 
towards the majesty of Heaven, wliich I re- 
vere above all earthly kings.

How unlike is this Zionist oriented group
